CHICAGO, July 13.—Twenty persons were 
killed and about twenty-five injured to- 
night in Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois Raijroad at Glenwood, IIL,

The picnic 
the freight was on the southbound track, 
A misplaced switch threw the picnic train, 
running at forty miles an hour, out on the 


southbound track, and before the engineer 
could apply the brakes it crashed into the 
rear of the freight. 

The locomotive, the baggage car, and the 
first coach of the picnic train. were de- 
molished. All of the killed and injured 
were on the locomotive and in these two 
cars. 

The picnic was the annual outing of the 
members of Doremus Church. After spend- 
ing the day on the picnic grounds at 
Momence the trainload started on the re- 
turn trip, running in as the second section 
of the regular passenger, which is due in 
Chicago at 8:25 P. M. 

When the picnic train reached Chicago 
Heights, four miles beyond Glenwood, 
where the accident took place, it was 
switched to the regular seuth-bound track, 
and although it was coming north a clear 
track was given by the operator at Chi- 
cago Heights until it should reach Glen- 
wood, four miles away. The train after 
leaving Chicago Heights gradually in- 
creased its speed, and when half the dis- 
tance between the two stations had been 
covered it was plunging along at the rate 
of forty miles an hour. 

Just half way between Chicago Heights 
and Glenwood there is a sharp curve. As 
the picnic train tore around this on the 
south-bound track, a freight train was 
backing from the south-bound to the north- 
bound track. It was partly on both tracks, 
and no train could have passed it in either 
direction. The bend is so sharp that the 
engineer of the picnic train did not see the 
freight until he was about on it. 

The locomotive and the baggage car of 
the passenger train went through the 
freight and were piled up in a heap of 
wreckage on the further side of the switch 
track. The first coach of the picnic train 
plunged into the wreckage and buried itself 
in a mass of kindling wood. 

Nearly all of the passengers in the first 
coach were caught beneath the mass of 
débris, and it was here that the loss of life 
occurred. 

The people in the rear coaches were 
hurled from their sats, and many of them 
were bruised, but all of the serious casual- 
ties occurred ir the first car. The 
jured passengers and trainmen at once 
hastened to the relief of those who were 
pinned under the wreckage. 

The wreck was two miles from the near- 


est house. Much delay ensued before some 
of the injured, who were held down by 
heavy timbers, could be extricated. Noth- 
ing could be done for them until lifting 
machinery came from Chic: igo Heights. The 
first train to arrive at the wreck came 
from Chicago Heights and it carried six 
physicians. 

A short time afterward a second train ar- 
rived from Glenwood, bringing additional 
physicians and a number of nurses. Dark- 

ess had fallen and the rescue work went 
on by the light of bonfires. 

A regular relief train was made up at 
Gienwood, and it brought the dead and 
wounded to Chicago.

BIG FIRE FIRE E IN HC HOBOKEN. 


; All Apparatus at at Work—Row of Twelve 
Buildings Threatened. 

Fifteen minutes after midnight this morn- 
ing fire started on the fifth floor of 805 
Park Avenue, Hoboken, and within fifteen 
minutes every piece of fire apparatus in 
Hoboken was on the ground, and the fire 


was seemingly beyond control and threaten- 
ing to sweep through a row of twelve flat 
buildings, each five stories high and double. 
The flames started in the front flat at 805 
Park Avenue, on the fifth floor. A lamp 
exploded in the flat of Mr. and Mrs. Will- 
iam Goebel, and the burning oil flew in all 
directions. The flooring and furniture took 
fire, an@ Mr. and Mrs. Goebel, their daugh- 
ter Jennie, eighteen years of age, and a 
baby were penned in by the fire. The 
building began to fill with smoke. The 
cries of the Goebels at their front window 
drew a crowd. J. F. Brennan of 803 Park 
Avenue rescued the Goebels, He obtained 
a rope and swung it up, and all came down 
safely. The rescuers were cheered from the 
street. 
The

fire spread through the four flats 
floor in which it started and was 
breaking through the roof at the scuttle 
and down into the halls and stairways 
and into the flats below before the fire- 
men arrived. The smoke in the halls was 
so dense then that those who fled last were 
almost overcome. The fire spread down- 
ward, and half an hour after the first 
flame started it looked as if the fire would 
extend in every direction. A general alarm 
vas sounded. 

The building in which the flames started 
is one of twelve, all alike and connecting. 
They are of brick outer construction, and 
are the property of Dennis McLaughlin, the 
former Democratic boss of Hudson County. 
When the first firemen reached the scene 
they were ordered to make a search of the 
upper floors for unconscious persons, al- 
though it is believed that all escaped. The 
police ordered all persons out of 803 and 
807. 

The fire was under control in about an 
hour after it started. 
Nos, 805 and 807 were gutted, and the whole 
interior of both houses ruined by water, 
and much damage was done in No. 803. 
Chief Applegate estimated the loss upon 
the building at about $7,000. 

In the midst of the fire the crowd thought 
it was witnessing a tragedy. Some one 
searching the second floor of No. 805 came 
upon a dressmaker’s dummy with a white 
dress on it, and threw it out of the window. 


The crowd shrieked with horror, and some 
one sent in a call f a call for an é ambulance. 


CROCKER WILL STANDS NDS BROKEN 


Widow of Boston Lawyer Loses in 


Supreme Court.

BOSTON, July 13.—The will of Uriel H. 
Crocker, the venerable lawyer and law- 
book writer, stands broken, as the jury 
in the second trial last April left it by its 
verdict, finding that it had been procured 
by the undue influence of Mrs. Annie J. 
Crocker, his widow and second wife. Judge 
Braley in the Supreme Court to-day de- 
nied her motion to set aside that verdict 
and to grant a new trial. 

Mr. Crocker left practically all of his 
property, valued at $700,000, to his widow, 
who was thirty years his junior, 

The will was contested by 
George U., 
seph B., and Edgar, and, according to the 
first trial, the will was allowed. The case 
was tried again and the jury broke the 
will. 

A final decree must now be entered, 
upon which an appeal can be taken to the 
Supreme Court. 

The broken will was drawn up by Mr. 
Crocker in his own handwriting, and dated 
April 5, 1900. It placed his estate in trust

$10,000 REWARD WAS OFFERED 


Young Vermonter Disappeared on Nov. 
14, and Body, When Discovered by 
Watchman, Was Badly Decomposed. 


The body of a man, apparently that of 
Hertert Baxter Kingsley, the young man 
wh» disappeared from New York last No- 
vember and fcr the location of whom a 
reward of $10,000 was offered, was found 
floating in the Harlem River off One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-seventh Street last night. 

The body was clothed in a black ‘suit 


and overcoat, and in the pockets of the gar- 
ments were found a gold watch and chain, 


; & gun-metal watch, $00 in cash, a diamond 


1ing, a membership card of the New York 
Athletic Club made out to Herbert Baxter 
Kingsley, three scarfpins, a match safe 
with the engraved initials *‘ H. B. K.” on it, 
two small goid rings, a gold ring marked 
“H. B. K.,” two checks of ‘the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad, and 
Several pieces of small jewelry. 

The body was discovered by Richard Mee- 
han, who lives en One Hundred and Fifty- 
seventh Street near the Harlem River. 
Meehan saw the pody in the water and 
notified Policeman John T. Stedley of the 
West One Hundred and Fifty-second Street 
Station. Stediey notified his station and a 
patrol wagon was sent to the scene and 
the body is now ‘n the station house. It 
is badly decomposed, and the identification 
must depend upon the articles found on 
the body. 

On Noy. 14 last Mr. Kingsley, with a 
number of friends, went to New Haven to 
witness a football game. After the game 
the party came to New York, and Mr. 
Kingsley announced that he would spend 
the night here, and leave for Rutland, 
Vt., the following murning. 

This was the last ever seen of him, al- 
though a bartender in the Rossmore Hotel 
stated that Le saw a man answering his 
description in the café of that house about 
11:30 o’clock on that night. He was cer- 
tain that it was Mr. Kingsley, owing to the 
peculiar way in which he parted the single 
lock of hair that wus on his head. 

On May 14 Hugh H. Baxter of 588 Fifth 
Avenue, a cousin of Mr. Kingsley, through 
advertisements in the newspapers, offered 
a reward of $10,000 for information as to 
Kingsley’s whereabouts. The reward read 
that it would hold good until Aug, 1, and 
that if Mr. Kingsley were found dead it 
would be paid for the “‘ conviction of any 
persons responsible for his death.”’ 

Mr. Kingsley was about thirty-five years 
of age, weighed 125 pounds, and was 5 feet 
1 inch in height. He was a son of Levi T. 
Kingsley of Rutland. The police describe

none of that kind of meat to be had. The 
fact that vegetables are cheap and good 
this year, and that there is a plentiful sup- 
ply of corned beef and canned goods in 
the market will help the poor to tide over 
the strike, should it be of any duration. 
If the poor know how and where to buy, lL 
don’t think they will have to go without 
their usual supply of meat.”’ 


Hotel Men Not Worrying. 


No uneasness is felt by the managers of 
the leading hotels, all of them declaring 
that they have enough meat on hand in 
their own icehouses or contracted for to 
last for two weeks more, and that they hope 


by the time their supply is exhausted the 
matter will be all settled. They admit, 
however, that if the strike should be pro- 
longed they might be compelled to feed 
their patrons on chicken, fish, and game. 

Assistant Manager Barse of the Waldorf- 
Astoria said that he now has in his ice- 
houses ample meat to supply all demands 
for two weeks or more, and he thinks the 
trouble will be over before the expiration 
of that time. There will be no change in 
the hotel’s prices, he said, so long as their 
present supply lasts. 

At the Imoverial the manager stated that 
he had enough meat to last for two weeks, 
and he thought they would have no trouble 
in getting more at reasonable prices when 
the present supply is exhausted.

Brooklyn Retailers Raise Prices. 


The one hundred or more men employed 
in the distributing depots of the Beef 
Trust in Brooklyn to carry beef from the 
ears and loading them on the wagons quit 
work yesterday morning, and when the re- 


tail butehers appeared with their wagons 
they were obliged to handle their own 
meat. The strikers said that they had no 
grievance themselves, but went out purely 
through sympathy. 

The several local slaughter houses were 
not affected hy the strike, but as they re- 
ceive all their cattle from the West they 
ae nee that in a day or two they will be 
obliged to cut down the supply and to raise 
prices. 

There was some worriment in Wallabout 
Market yesterday, and the wholesalers sold 
only in small quantities to their best cus- 
tomers. It is difficult for them at this 
time of the year to carry large stocks. It 
is asserted by the market butchers that 
they have but enough to last them two or 
three days, and they fear that if the strike 
lasts they will be compelled to go out of 
the beef business by next Monday. About 
1,000,000 pounds of beef, it is estimated, are 
received in Brooklyn weekly, and the short- 
age in beef will of necessity increase the 
price of other meats. Even if the strike 
s quickly settled it is believed that prices 
will remain high throughout 
the Summer. 

Butchers throughout the borough became 
weary after listening to the indignant com- 
ments of their customers yesterday morn- 
ing when they increased the prices to meet 
the new conditions, and in many of the 
shops newspaper clippings were posted 
up containing accounts of the strike. 

The strike affected all the meat carriers 
employed in the Williamsburg branches of 
the big Western concerns. The men who 
went on strike reported for work at 5 
o’clock yesterday morning, but an 
later they quit work and it then devolved 
upon bookkeepers and other employes to 
take the places of the carriers. A fear 
that there might be trouble caused police- 
men to be sent from the Bedford Avenue 
Station to the freight yards, but their 
presence was not required, because the 
strikers immediately upon going out left 
the neighborhood.

We cannot touch the markets, as 
they are under the control of the Bench- 
men’s Association, which controls an in- 
significant portion of the trade. The strike 
will be continued here until we receive 
word from the National headquarters in 
Chicago that it is settled. We therefore 
could not call off the strike if we tried. 

“The machinery for ordering the strike is 
well oiled. There is a shop delegate in 
every establishment who for days has been 
waiting for word from us to call out the 
men, As soon as we were notified to call 
the strike here all we had to do was to 
notify the shop delegates and they called 
the men out,’’ 

According to Bichelberger, t 
two independent firms control 55 per cent. 
of the business. This is laughed at by the 
firms whose employes are on strike and 
by the retail butchers, who say that the 
independent firms do not control 10 per 
cent. of the trade. 


Benchmen’s Association Neutral. 
The figure the Benchmen's Association 
of Butchers, composed of employers and 
employes, and the market and retail stores 
will cut in the strike is of some interest 


to the strikers, it was learned. The asso- 
ciation has 2,000 members, but is not a 
regular trades union, and declined overtures 
to form a local of the strikers’ National 
body. However, its friendliness or iun- 
friendliness is of importance to them. Her- 
man Pfahler, organizer and now Treasurer 
of the association, yesterday said_ that 
while no direct official action was taken it 
was understood that its members would 
not act as strike breakers. 
“If the establishments whose men are on 
strike do not deliver meat,”’ he said, ‘* we 
will not send for it. We cannot order a 
strike, as our constitution forbids strikes, 
but we have no desire to get into a con- 
flict with the union.” 
Mr. Pfahler predicted a bad state of af- 
fairs if the strike lasted a week. ‘‘ There 
will be practically no fresh meat in the city 
at all if the strike lasts eight or nine 
days,” he said. ‘“‘ There will be no one to 
deliver any. All we will have by that time 
will be corned beef and all kinds of salt 
meats, and the hotels and restaurants will 
be forced then to get along with this and 
with poultry. Poultry for roasting will be 
up by that time to 30 cents a pound an 
fowl will be 25 cents. Poultry has been 
growing scarcer and scarcer for some 
months past.” 
As to the independent firms, he said they 
might be able to control from 5 to_10 per 
cent. of the trade and no more. Even if 
they worked overtime it was doubtful if 
they could supply 10 per cent. of the de- 
mand, New York being the biggest meat- 
eating city in the United States. 
The joint Executive Committee of the 
strikers got a scare late yesterday after- 
noon when they. received word that 
Schwarzschild, Sulzberger & Co. had re- 
ceived a boatload of strike-breakers at the 
pier which adjoins their main depot foot 
of East Thirty-fourth Street. They came 
on the towboat Charles 8. Kuper, and con- 
sisted of twenty men, some of whom were 
colored. They were not molested. 


STRIKE WORRIES REPUBLICANS 


Administration Leaders Hasten to Teil 
How Roosévelt Fought Trust. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The packers’ 
strike has brought misgivings to the Re- 
vublican Administration. One evidence of 
their pertubation is the activity among the 
leaders here ta put forward statements 
that will break any political effect the con- 
flict may have. 

One high Government official asked to- 
day: 

“Is the course of the packing interests in 
permitting a strike of their employes at 
this time a blow at the Administration?” 

This question was put forward in connec- 
tion with the prosecution of the Beef Trust 
in the Federal courts which resulted in the 
granting of an injunction in May, 1902, by 
Judge Grosscup in Chicago, restraining the 
packers from practices which the court 


held to be in violation of the provisions of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Attention was called to the fact that the 
beef interests appealed from the decision 
of Judge Grosscup to the United States 
Supreme Court, and that this appeal is now 
on the docket for a hearing during the 
next term of that court. It was also stated 
that, as President Roosevelt had intimated 
recently that the Northern Securities pros- 
ecutions will be followed by other prosecu- 
tions against corporations who are believed 
to be violators of the Sherman law, it is 
highly probable that Mr. Roosevelt will 
direct the Department of Justice to ad- 
vance the appeal of the packing interests 
on the docket, which can_be done under 
a law passed at the last Congress, and in 
this way get a decision from the Supreme 
Court soon after it opens the October 
term. 

Accordirg to a story told here to-day, the 
acking interests sent representatives to 
Vashington recently to urge Mr. Rooseveit 
not to force an early decision from the Su- 
reme Court on the appeal, and when they 
found that he was determined to do this 


the twenty- 


they are said to have threatened to force a 
strike of their employes, which, it was ap- 
parent, might have a series effect upon 
the campaign this Fall. Mr. Roosevelt ig- 
rnored their threat and continued his plans 
to bring about early action on the appeal. 
According to reports here, if the President 
had agreed to abandon his course and had 
given the packing interests assurances that 
the Department of Justice would not press 
the appeal the packers would have grant- 
ed the concessions their employes demanded 
and there would have been no strike. 


PRICES SOAR IN BIG CITIES. 


With Few Exceptions All Sections of 
the Country Are Affected. 


Dispatches from all parts of the country 
show how general is the effect of the pack- 
ers’ strike. 
In Boston retail prices for beef were ad- 
vanced 1 cent a pound; in Providence, 1% 
cents for beef and 3 to 4 cents for other 
meats; in New Haven, 4 cents, wholesale; 
in Portland, Me., 3 cents, wholesale; in 
Philadelphia, from 1 to 2 cents a pound; in 
Washington, from 8 to 10 cents; In Pitts- 
burg, 3 cents; in Cleveland, 2 cents; in 
Milwaukee, from 1 to 2 cents; in St. Paul, 
1 to 2 cents. 

There was in these cities from three days 
to a week’s supply of meats on hand. 


LONG CHASF FOR DEFAULTER. 


Wiencke, Who Robbed Whitall, Tatum 
& Co., Arrested After Four Years. 


Oscar M. Wiencke, who four years ago 
fled from New York when charged with the 
embezzlement of about $11,000 from Whit- 
all, Tatum & Co, of 46 Barclay Street, was 
arrested Tuesday in London, Ontario. De- 
tective Sergeant William Brown of the New 
York Central Office made the arrest. Brown 
has been looking for the man ever since 
the discovery of his defalcation, and thé 
arrest on Tuesday marks the end of a long 
and tedious search. 

Wiencke has been heard of often since he 
left New York, but he always managed to 
get wind that his hiding pluce had been 
discovered, and fled to another part of the 
country before the officers could reach 
him. t was in the Fall of 1900 that an 
examination of Whitall, Tatum & Co.’s 
books disclosed the fact that the then as- 
sistant cashier of the concern was a de- 
faulter. 

Wiencke was one of the most trusted men 
in the firm’s employ, and the books showed 
that by_a clever scheme of manipulating 
figures he was able to hide his crime for 
many years. In October, 1900, Wiencke 
wrote a letter to Mr. Tatum admitting his 
guilt, and, although an attempt was made 
to capture him at the time, he managed to 
elude the officers,

waive extradition, and he will be brought

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PACKERS SBE EARLY 
SETTLEMENT OF STRIKE 


Conference Between Employers 
and Strikers to be Held To-day. 


BOTH SIDES CONCILIATORY 


Few Developments and Little Disorder 
Mark Day in Chicago—Armour Hir- 
ing 2,500 Men at Bingham- 
ton, N. Y. 


CHICAGO, July 18.—Arbitration of the 
grievances which precipitated the general 
strike in the meat-packing houses in vari- 
ous parts of the country appears to-night 
to be in sight, and a conference between 
employers and strikers will be held to- 
morrow morning. 

The initial step toward a settlement of 
the controversy by mediation was taken 
late this evening by the State Board of Ar- 
bitration. When the members of the board 
reached Chicago they at once went into 
conference with Michael J. Donnelly, the 
leader of the strike, and then talked with 
the representatives of the packers. As a 
result of these conferences Mr. Donneliy 
sent a communication to the packers, in 
which it was stated that the unions were 
willing to accept a settlement through a 
board of arbitration. After much telephon- 
ing with both parties a meeting was ar- 
ranged and agreed to for to-morrow fore- 
noon, 

Mr. Donnelly declared to-night that the 
offer of arbitration from the packers had 
not reached him before the strike was 
called. Both sides seem to be conciliatory, 
and an early settlement seems likely. 

Predictions of the packing house pro- 
prietors that the big strike would not 
cause a stoppage of operations were borne 
out to-day. In the great abattoir district 
things moved slowly indeed, but they 
moved, 

All the packing houses reported that they 
were slaughtering a little. Every depart- 
ment was said to be doing some work. 
Loading and shipping were in progress, 
though heavily curtailed, as was the buy: 
ing of cattle. Some hundreds of new 
workmen were hired and put to work in the 
places which had been vacated by thou- 
sands. 

On the other hand the strike spread 
somewhat by the action of the teamsters in 
considerable numbers, but ostensibly act- 
ing as individuals, refusing to handle the 
product touched by newly hired non-union 
workmen, This refusal was usually based 
on the time-honored plea that a different 
course, contracts notwithstanding, would 
put the teamster in peril of his life. Ex- 
tensive installments of sleeping cots and 
cooking apparatus for strike breakers at 
the various packing houses was apparently 
the main irritant cause for action by the 
teamsters, although there were a number 
of sporadic mob outbreaks on a small 
scale. 

The packing house proprietors did not ap- 
pear to share the alleged fear of mobs. J. 
Ogden Armour, alone in a runabout, made a 
tour of the stockyards and of the streets 
adjacent. He was recognized all along the 
way by strikers, but met with no demon- 
stration. 

Miss Mary E. McDowell of the University 
of Chicago Settlement near the _ stock- 
yards said that the greatest difficulty the 
union workmen had to expect was that 
presented by the ‘casual workers,”’ who, 
she said, were at the beck and call of the 
plant Superintendents. 

Attacking afresh the allegations that the 
strike is for increased wages, President 
Donnelly, the strike leader, said during 
the day; 

“Our organization is taking a stand 
against a reduction in wages for labor in 
the plants owned and controlled by the 
following companies, which are those af- 
fected: Armour & Co., Swift & Co., Nelson, 
Morris Company, National Packing Com- 
pany, Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, and 
Cudahy. Al] our organization asks is that 
18% cents an hour be the minimum. All 
of the independent companies are paying 2 
much higher rate than we are asking the 
trust companies to pay.” 

A crowd of men and boys numbering 
more than five thousand, for the most part 
striking employes, gathered in squads to- 
day about the entrance to the stockyards 
and discussed the situation. Most of them 
were attired as if off for a holiday. 
general the greatest good nature prevailed. 

At noon every packing house in the stock- 

ards, it was claimed, had men at work 

Jnemployed men in considerable numbers 
flocked to the stockyards and applied for 
employment. The strikers standing about 
the entrances to the yards offered no oppo- 
sition. All competent applicants were at 
once hired and put immediately to work. 

Some disorder occurred at the western 
entrance of the stockyards. Polish la- 
borers endeavored to interfere with union 
firemen and engineers who had not struck. 
One man belonging to the firemen’s union 
was knocked down. 

A meat laden wagon in Forty-third Street 
was attacked and overturned. The traces 
were cut, the horses turned loose, and the 
driver was compelled to take refuge in 
a store. 


KANSAS CITY, July 13.—At one of the 
six packing plants, Armour’s, which were 
shut down yesterday as a result of the 
butchers and meat cutters’ strike, killing 
Was resumed to-day on a small scale. 

J. P. Cudahy of the Cudahy Packing 
Company, in a statement, intimated that 
his company intended to make their plant 
an open shop. 

“We will hire all men who are willing 
to work,” said Mr. Cudahy, “ regardless 
of whether they are union men or not. 
We have from 600 to 800 non-union men 
left in our plant, and expect to hire all 
the men we need.” 

The Cudahy plant always has been strict- 
ly union. 

A number of women have appealed to the 
Kansas City, Kan., flood relief committee 
for aid, saying that their husbands, who 
were packing house employes, were now 
idle, and the shutting off of their income, 
coming on top of their losses by the re- 
cent floods, has left them destitute. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., July 13.—The lo- 
cal offices of the leading meat companies 
yesterday afternoon received word to hire 
men in this city to fill the places of the 
striking employes of the packing houses 
in Chicago and other Western cities. 

At the offices of Armour & Co. in this 
city it was announced this morning that 
they wanted to hire 2,500 men at once. it 
was stated that they would pay from $2.50 
to $3 per day for the work, furnish trans- 
portation for the men to Chicago and re- 
turn, and furnish them board while at 


work there. 


STRIKE SPREADS TO JERSEY. 


Jersey City and Newark Feel Effects 
of Beef War. 


Evidences of the beef strike began to be 
seen in near-by places yesterday. In Jer- 
sey City the price of beef was advanced by 
the local dealers from 3 to 5 cents a pound, 
according to the quality and cut. They 
said the wholesale price had been raised 
from 9 and 10 cents to 11 and 12 cents, They 
expected a further increase to-day or to- 


morrow. 
Fifty men employed as butchers and lug- 


gers by Armour & Co. at the Jersey City 
stockyards went out at 7 A. M. in sym- 
pathy with the strikers in Manhattan and 
at the West. 

At Swift & Co.'s plant, in Ninth Street, 


the agents said, none of their employes 
had struck. Their aieuaptoring plant is 
located at Harrison, N. J., and they said 
there had been no trouble there. The 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger refrigerating 
plant, at Henderson and Nineteenth Streets, 
was running as usual. 

In Newark the price of meat has already 
advanced materially, and a meat famine is 
feared. About one hundred employes of 
the abattoirs on the Kearny Meadows be- 
came involved in a sympathetic strike yes- 
terday. The men, who have no local griev- 
ance, were ordered out by Michael J. 
Donnelly, President of the Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters and Butchers’ Workmen of 
America. 

At the slaughter house of Swift & Co., 
which supplies Newark and the adjacent 
cities with beef, veal, and lamb, about 
two hundred and fifty men are employed, 
nearly one hundred being engaged in kill- 
ing cattle. Yesterday the slaughtering end 
of the establishment was shut down, but 
there was no indication that there would 
he anv difficulty in the other departments, 
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_ LABOR CONTRACTS VOID. 


Wisconsin Judge Rules That Union 
Agreements Create Unlawful Monopoly, 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 18.—Contracts 
made. by incorporated labor unions with 
manufacturers prohibiting the employment | 
of non-union workmen are void, according 
to a decision announced by Judge Ludwig | 
in the Circuit Court to-day. It is the first 
ruling had upon the question in Wisconsin, 
and if sustained by the Supreme Court will 
be of far-reaching importance. 

The decision was given in the suit brought 
by the Milwaukee Custom Tailors’ Union | 
against a local concern which made an 
agreement with the tailors to employ none 
but union workmen. A temporary injunc- 
tion was obtained, but this Judge Ludwig 
rules was improperly issued. 

After the injunction was issued, the union 
instituted proceedings to have the company 
punished for contempt for the alleged fail- | 
ure to comply with the terms of the in- 
junction. The motion to punish was denied 
and the injunction set aside. 

The decision goes further than the con- 
tract between the unions and the manufact- 
urers, holding also that contracts requiring 
the employment of none but union labor 
are void. The court says it is class dis- 
crimination. 

The court in its opinion said: 

“This agreement strikes at the right of 
contract and provides that complainant 
shall employ none but members of the sev- 
eral unions, thus discriminating in fayor of 
one class of men and excluding all others. 
Therefore, the prohibition contained in the ] 
contract strikes at the right of contract, 
both on the part of the laborer and the 
employer. The agreements in uestion 
would tend ta,create a monopoly in favor of 
the members of the different unions to the 
exclusion of workmen not members of such 
unions and are in this respect unlawful. 
Contracts tending to create a monopoly are 


void.”” 
INSPECT OCEAN LINER. 


Sailing of La Touraine Nearly Delayed 
—Offer Made for Hulk of Slocum. 


The reinspection of the excursion and | 
ether craft in this harbor was weed 
yesterday by the Inspectors of the United | 
States Steamboat Inspection Service, The | 
French transatlantic liner La Touraine was 
inspected, and the inspection came very 
near delaying the departure of the big ship. 

Shortly after 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon an excited officer of La Touraine 
appeared at the Custom House and said 
that the Steamboat Inspectors wanted to 


inspect the liner before she sailed. He 
Saia that it would be impossible for the 
vessel to get away on time unless her 
clearance papers were issued by night, and 
it was then that he offered to buy a new 
equipment for the ship. 

While the officer was talking Comman- 
der Fajolle of the liner eppeared and | 
said that the Inspectors had finished their ' 
work and found everything all right. The 
inspection of La Touraine proved that 
everything in the shape of fire and life-sav- 
ing apparatus conformed to the regula- 
tions. There were more life preservers 
than required by law, and the lifeboats 
were new and well kept. 

The steamboat Onteora of the Catskill 
Evening Line also was inspected yesterday. 
The equipment of the craft, it was found, 
conformed to the law, the machinery and 
the life and fire apparatus being up to date 
and in good condition. 

Commissioner McAdoo asked District At- 
torney Jerome yesterday if he was through 
with the hull of the Slocum, and stating 
that he could negotiate a good sale of the 
burned hulk if it was of no further use to 
the legal authorities. Mr. McAdoo would 
not discuss the offer for the wreck fur- 
ther than that an offer had been made for 
it. A rumor was current around Police 
Headquarters that somebody is anxious to 
get the hull for exhibition purposes. 

Upon the report of Alfred J. Mickley of 
the Dock Department, the Board of Health 
yesterday retired from service the depart- 
ment steamer Franklin Edson, on the 

round that the craft was “ rotten and un- 

it for use.” The Board of Health author- 

ized Commissioner Darlington to apply to 
the Board of Aldermen for an appropria- 
tion of $80,000 to get a vessel to replace the 
Edson. At present the department is with- 
out a boat and will have to borrow one 
from sume of the other departments pend- 
ing the construction or purchase of a new 
one. 


COUPLE WALKED OFF DOCK. 


Thatcher and ‘Mrs. Thatcher Didn’t 
Know the Edge Was So Near, 


Horace Thatcher, fifty-four years of age, 
and his wife, forty years old, of Crotona 
Falls, N. Y., were standing on the pier at 
the foot of West Twenty-second Street last 
night, watching the people who were leav- 
ing the Iron Steamboat coming back from 
Coney Island. The couple were arm in 
arm, and Policeman Hogan, who was stand- 
ing on the dock saw them as they walked 
off the dock into the water. 

Hogan, without stopping to remove his 
coat, jumped in after them and succeeded 
in keeping both afloat until ropes were 
thrown to them, He placed the rope first 
under the arms of the woman, and she was 
pulled out, and then under the arms of 
the man, and he was pulled to the dock. 
By this time the policeman was pretty well 
exhausted, and had to be hauled out with 
a rope himself. 

After the couple were brought to they 
said they didn’t know they were so near 
the edge. 


MOVED BOY WITH BROKEN SPINE 


Hospital People Said He Would Die 
Anyway and They Needed the Bed. 


According to Coroner O’Gorman of the 
Borough of the Bronx the death of Samuel 
Barrett, eighteen years old, of 1,252 Second 
Avenue, who died in Lincoln Hospital on 
Tuesday from a fracture of the spinal 
column, was hastened by his removal from 
J. Hood Wright Hospital. Barrett, with 


several friends, went bathing on July 4 in 
the Hudson River at the foot of One Hun- 


dred and Fifty-fifth Street. While diving 
from a springboard Barrett struck a life- 
line and fractured the fifth vertebra. 

He was taken to J. Hood Wright Hos- 
pital and remained there until Monday, 
when he was removed to Lincoln Hospital 
without the knowledge of his parents, 
When the boy’s father demanded to know 
why the boy had been removed without 
his knowledge, he was told by the hos- 
pital authorities that the boy was going to 
die anyhow, and that he would get better 
air at Lincoln. Furthermore, that J. Hood 
Wright was an emergency hospital, that 
they needed the bed the boy occupied, and 
that it was an act of courtesy on the part | 
of the hospital to even notify him of the 
boy’s removal. 

Coroner O’Gorman said last night that 
there was not the slightest doubt that the 
boy’s removal had hastened his death. 
“Such cases,’’ he said, “ require absolute 
quietness, and instead of that they cart a 
boy several miles in an ambulance over 
cobblestones and rough roads. He should 
never have left J. Hood Wright. I will 
investigate this matter thoroughly and see 
where the blame lies.’’ 

Supt. Townrey of J. Hood Wright said 
that the boy was removed for the best in- 
terests of the hospital, as the place was ; 
for emergency cases and not for chronic 
cases, and they had use for every cot. 


MASHER PUNCHED AND FINED. 


Double Dose for Dickinson, Who Ac- 
costed the Wrong Woman. 


Mrs, Alice M. Campbell of Dexter, N. Y., 
was standing on the corner of Broadway 
and Thirty-fourth Street at 1 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon waiting for her husband. On 
the corner at the same time was Frederick 
W. Dickinson, thirty-three years old, of 153 
Madison Avenue,

you.”’ Dickinson is alleged to have said to 
the young woman, “and mine have disap- 
pointed me.

Just at that moment Mrs. Campbell’s hus- 
band, who is nearly six feet tall and built 
in proportion, hove in sight. In a few 
words his wife told what had happened, 
and Campbell proceeded to do thin to 
Mr. Diekinson. Then Policeman Wickman 
of the West Thirtieth Street Station came 
along and place Dickinson under arrest. 

Later in the Jéfferson Market Court Mrs. 
Campoell told Magistrate Cornell just what 
had happened. Dickinson was very apolo- 
getic by that time, and said that the whole 
thing was most regettable. The Magis- 
trate thought so too, and fined him $5.

HIS TELEGRAPHIC EXPLANATION 


President Did Not Know Delegates Were 
There—Mr. Roosevelt Working on 
Notification Speech. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., July 13.—Union 
labor men are criticising Secretary Loeb 
for his action in keeping the Pennsylvania 
miners’ delegates yesterday from seeing 
the President. They claim that the miners 
offered to remain until a convenient time 
to see Mr. Roosevelt in order to hand to 
him the petition in regard to the Colorado 
situation. They did not mean to take his 
tir>, they say, but wanted only to deliver 
the petition. Republicans here do not look 
favorably upon Mr. Loeb’s action. 

In answer to a telegram from John E. 
Barrett, editor of The Scranton (Penn.) 
Truth, asking Secretary Loeb if President 
toosevelt had personally refused to see @ 
committee of miners, as reported in some 
morning papers, Secretary Loeb to-day 
sent the following telegraphic reply: 

“Many thanks for your telegram. The 
committee came here and insisted on seeing 
the President to present petition at a time 
when I could not arrange it for them. 

“The President did not know they were 
here. 1f they had sent word that they de- 
sired to see the President I should have 
been glad to arrange for them at some con- 
venient time. As it was I offered to bring 
the petition to the personal attention of 
the President. Statement that the Presi- 
dcnt had any knowledge of committee’s 
presence in Oyster Bay is not true.’ 

The President and Secretary Loeb were 
engaged to-day for several hours in the 
transaction of official business at Sagamore 
Hill, and a part of the time was devoted 
by the President to work in preparation of 
his speech to be delivered on July 27, when 
he receives the notification of his nomina- 
tion. The President is preparing this speech 
with great care, and it promises to be an 
important utterance. No official visitors 
were received by the President to-day. 

Miss Alice Reosevelt is expected here to- 
morrow or the next day, and her coming is 
anxiously awaited by her friends in the 
younger set of the Oyster Bay society. 
Mrs. H. H. Washburn, wife of the rector of 
Christ Church, gave a tea this afternoon 
in honor of Mrs. Roosevelt. 

David Newport, the barber who refused 
to shave the colored preacher, continues 
to receive telegrams from the South com- 
mending him for his action. Most of them 
begin with the statement that this is a 
“white man’s country.” 


MR. CORTELYOU’S BUSY DAY. 


National Chairman Confers with Odell, 
Bliss, Payne, and Barnes. 


Tentative arrangements for’the opening 
of the Republican National Committee 
Headquarters in this city and in Chicago 
were completed yesterday by Chairman 
George B. Cortelyou, who will leave early 
to-day for Washington. He saw Gov. Odell 
yesterday, and also National Committee- 
man William L. Ward, Executive Chair- 
man William Barnes, Jr., Cornelius N. 
Bliss, Treasurer of the National Commit- 
tee, and Postmaster General Henry C. 
Payne, Wisconsin’s member of the Nation- 
al Committee. According to the plans made 
yesterday the headquarters will be opened 
about Aug. 1, and will be located in the 
Metropolitan Life Building, at 1 Madison 
Avenue, where Senator Hanna held forth 
in the last two National campaigns. In 
Chicago the headquarters will be located in 
the Auditorium Hotel, where Secretary 
Elmer Dover will be in charge. Mr. Cor- 
telyou will divide his time largely between 
the two headquarters, and during his ab- 
sence from the New York headquarters 
Mr. Ward will be in charge. 

Mr. Cortelyou will return to be present at 
the notification of President Roosevelt on 
July 27 at Oyster Bay. During the interval 
he will go to Chicago and complete the ar- 
rangements for the Auditorium Hotel head- 
quarters. Chairman Cortelyou was an ex- 
tremely busy man yesterday. After a con- 
ference with Mr. Payne, the Chairman, with 
Mr. Ward, drove to the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, where Gov. Odell was waiting for 
them. Mr. Bliss and Mr. Barnes also joined 
the party, and there followed a long con- 
ference in the new rooms selected by the 
Governor-Chairman in which to conduct the 
coming State campaign. These rooms are 
on the Twenty-third Street side of the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, on the second floor, 
directly over the regular rooms of the 
State Committee. 

The conferrees declined to say what they 
had been discussing, beyond the general 
statement that the plans of the campaign 
had been gone over. Later in the day the 
Governor left the Fifth Avenue Hotel, say- 
ing that he was going to Manhattan Beach 
to see Senator Platt, expecting to spend the 
night there. He must have been side- 
tracked, however, for Senator Platt, who 
was at the Oriental Hotel all evening, did 
not see Goy. Odell, and said that he did not 
expect him. 


FORAKER SEES SURE VICTORY.

Launch—Feared for President.

OYSTER BAY, L. L., July 13.—J. 8. Gil- 
lespie of Stamford, Conn., was badly in- 
jured by the explosion of a gasoline tank 
in a launch off the dock of the Seawanhaka 
Yacht Club this evening. Mrs. Gillespie 
and several others also were much shaken 
up by the force of the explosion, but every- 
body with the exception of Mr. Gillespie 
escaped serious injury. 

Mr. Gillespie and a party of seventeen, 
including his wife, came to Oyster Bay 
yesterday morning in the gasoline launch 
Aulus. They were about to start for home 
whén the explosion occurred. The boat was 
moored alongside the dock, and Mr. Gil- 
lespie was about to get in, when he struck 
a match to light a cigar. The next in- 
stant the tank of gasoline exploded, knock- 
ing Mr. Gillespie senseless and throwing 
one man, who was in the boat, into the 
water. 

The noise of the explosion was heard 
plainly at Oyster Bay, and awoke nearly 
all the people in the village. The noise 
came from the direction of Sagamore Hill, 
and at first the villagers thought it had 
occurred on the estate of the President. 
Dr, Barnes was the first person to leave 
the village to ascertain the cause of the 
trouble. He, too, thought it had been at 
Sagamore Hill, and was on his way there 
when he discovered a blaze near the dock 
of the yacht club, and there he found Mr. 
Gillespie horribly burned about the face, 
arms, a@ body. 

Mr. Gillespie was removed to the club- 
house, where he is now, and was doing as 
well as could be expected at last reports. 
The rest of the party, with the exception 
of Mrs. Gillespie, went to Stamford in H. 
Cc. Smith's yacht. 


AUGUST BELMONT TALKS. 


Gives Four Points That Were Clearly 
Demonstrated at St. Louis.

PRESIDENT IS CRITICISED. 


Dettrey Calls Alleged Refusal to Meet 
Miners Un-American. 


HAZELTON, Penn., July 13.—W. H. 
Dettrey, President of the United Mine 
Workers of the Seventh District, to-day 
gave out the following interview on the 
alleged declination of President Roosevelt 
to meet a committee of labor union men 
at Oyster Bay in reference to the coal 
miners’ troubles in Colorado. 

“President Roosevelt's refusal to meet 
a committee representing 125,000 wage- 
earners of the United States I regard as 
an-American, unpatriotic, ‘and ungentle- 
manly. His attitude is the best evidence, 
in my judgment, that the conditions exist- 
ing in Colorado are known by him and 
those whom his actions would lead us to 
believe he represents, namely, the trust 
powers of the country. 

‘I sincerely trust that not only the wage- 
working class, but all true Americans of 
this country, and particularly of Luzerne 
and Lackawagha Counties, will resent the 
insult given to the committee by voting 
for a man who has shown his sincerity 
toward the wage-working class and repre- 
sents a party whose platform asks for the 
abolition of the wage-slave system.” 


MINNESOTA REPUBLICAN SPLIT. 


Governor May Head Independent Ticket 
to Beat Nominee for Place. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July 13.—Gov. S. R. 
Van Sant is relied on to head an independ- 
ent State ticket in Minnesota by the Re- 
publicans who are not satisfied with the 
nomination of R. C. Dunn of Princeton. 
The movement is well under way and a 
meeting will be held in St. Paul next week. 

Although Gov. Van Sant has not inti- 
mated that he would head the ticket, the 


men behind the movement have heretofore 
been his closest advisers. Tney are stanch 
anti-merger men, who admire Gov. Van 
Sant for his fight against the railroads, 
and they regard the nomination of Dunn 
and his followers as a railroad victory, de- 
signed to rebuke those who dared to in- 
sist upon the observance of laws by large 
corporations.

Provision for the newspaper men were 
begun to-day by a corps of carpenters, who 
will reconstruct the gate house, or lodge, 
at Rosemount for their use. Wires are be- 
ing run into the building and there are to 
be several telephones installed. 

The work on the new Esopus station was 
also pushed far ahead to-day, a great army 
of men being engaged in filling up a part 
of the mill pond near the present railroad 
station, upon which the newer and more 
pretentious station is to be built. 

The residents of Kingston will to-morrow 
night call upon Judge Parker at his home 
at Rosemount to express to him their grat- 
ification that he has been nominated Pres- 
ident of the United States. It is expected 
that at least 1,000 persons will be in at- 
tendance. Judge Parker may address them. 

The visitors at Rosemount to-day included 
the Rev. Dr. Cooper, assistant rector of the 
Holy Cross Church at Kingston, of which 
the Rev. Dr. Mercer Hall, Judge Parker's 
son-in-law, is the #ector; John F. Cloonan, 
and Dr, C. A. Oakes, two lawyers from 
Kingston. 

There is a rumor here to-night that Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome is to call at Rose- 
mount in a day or two. The rumor can- 
not be confirmed. 

More than two hundred letters went from 
Judge Parker in the first outgoing mail, 
most of them replies to letters and tele- 
grams of congratulation. More than two 
hundred arrived in the first incoming mail, 
and every mail since has shown a marked 
increase over the one before. A force of 
stenographers under the direction of the 
Judge’s private secretary, Arthur E. Mc- 
Causland, assisted by Alvah S. Newcome, 
will be installed within a day or two in the 
new offices, and thereafter the vast bulk 
of correspondence can be promptly at- 
tended to. 

The following telegram was received to- 
day: 

*“* Muskogee, Indian Territory, July 12. 
To the Hon. Alton B. Parker, Esopus, N. Y. 

“In an election held here to-day the 
first in the United States, after your nom- 
ination, Musokegee, claimed by the RKe- 
publicans, went Democratic.

SHEEHAN REACHES TOWN. 


Said to Have Brought with Him Encour- 
agement for McClellan Boom. 


Fresh from Esopus and various long con- 
ferences. with Judge Alton B. Parker, Wil- 
liam F. Sheehan, generally hailed as the 
“new leader of the Democratic Party,” 


came to New York yesterday for the first ; 


time since the holding of the St. Louis 
convention, It was noticeable that at the 
Same time there carte a good deal of 
serious discussion of the candidacy of 
Mr -or George B. McClellan for the Guber- 
natorial nomination this Fall. 

Friends of Mr. Sheehan who talked with 
him last night declared t mt McClellan is 
the leading candidate under consideration, 
and thet both Judge Parker and Mr. Shee- 
han believe that he would make an ex- 
ceptionally hard fighter on the stump, and 
a man who would win votes by the thous- 
ands. Mr. Sheehan, however, was abso- 
lutely uncommunicative on the subject of 
politics when talking to newspaper men, 
and said he had no engagement to meet 
members of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee to discuss the organization of that 
body and the work of the campaign. 

“There will be plenty of time for cam- 
paign later on,” said Mr. Sheehan. “ Ex- 
Senator Jones will call the new committee 
to meet here soon, and then campaign plans 
will be considered. I don’t know who will 
be the new Chairman, and nobody does 
know yet. 

‘As for Judge Parker, he will have all he 
can do for the next two weeks to answer 
the letters and telegrams which he has 
received. Some of these letters are sur- 
prising, coming not only from Democrats 
and independents, but from straight-out 
Republicans as well. During the last two 
campaigns the disaffection was on the 
Democratic side; how it is on the Repub- 
lican side.” 

Tammany’s attitude in regard to the Mc- 
Clellan candidacy still is vague, especially 
in view of the fact that, should McClellan 
be nominated, it would leave Fornes as act- 
ing Mayor. This situation would not be to 
the liking of Tammany, but might be ac- 
cepted for a diversity of reasons. Nothing 
will be done one way or another in the 
matter as far as Tammany is concerned 
until Charles F. Murphy returns from 
Mount Clemens, Mich., which will not be 
for ten days yet. At that time a monster 
mass meeting will be called at Tammany 
Hall to ratify the Parker and Davis ticket. 
Congressman W. Bourke Cockran will: be 
the principal speaker.

TWINING INDICTMENT QUASHED. 


Officers of Defunct Asbury Park Bank 
Freed on Technicality. 


TRENTON, N. J., July 13.—Judge Lan- 
ning in the United States District Court to- 
day quashed the indictment for conspiracy 
against Albert C. Twining, David C. Cor- 
nell, and George F. Kroehl, officers of the 
defunct First National Bank of Asbury 
Park.

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JAPANESE ATTACK OH 
TASHL-CHAO IS BEGUN 


Mikado’s Troops Reported to 
Have Suffered a Repulse. 


THREE BIG ARMIES MOVING 


Closing in on Kuropatkin’s Positions at 
Tashi-Chao and Hai-Cheny— 
Scouts Near Niu-Chwang. 


CHE-FOO, Thursday, July 14, 8 A. M.— 
Private advices just received from Niu- 
Chwang indicate that the long-expected 
battle between Kai-Chow and Tashi-Chao 


is now in progress. 


TASHI-CHAO, Monday, July 11.—The 
Japanese attacked Tashi-Chao yesterday, 
but the attack was not seriously pressed, 
the Japanese rttiring eventually toward 
Kai-Chow. 


LONDON, Thursday, July 14.—The Yin- 
IXow correspondent of The Daily Chronicie 
asserts that a battle occurred north of Kai- 
Chow on July 12, when the Japanese wero 
repulsed with great loss. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 14.—Steadily 


end cautiously Gen. Oku’s army from the 


south and Gen. Nodzu’s army from the 
east are closing in upon Tashi-Chao, where 
Gen. Kuropatkin is reported to be entrench- 
ing. One hundred and thirty thousand men 
are involved in the movement. 

The next few days will determine whether 
and to what extent Gen. Kuropatkin in- 
tends to make a stand at Tashi-Chao, the 
possession of which by the Japanese would 
compel the immediate evacuation of Niu- 
Chwang. 

The outposts of the armies are scarcely 
fifteen miles apart. The slowness of the 
advance is apparently due to the natural 
difficulties in the way of a rapid move- 
ment of the Japanese eastern flanking col- 
umns. 

Lieut. Gen. Sakharoff reports that Gen. 
Kuroki is massing his troops near the 
Pkhanlin Pass, and moving out by both 
roads upon Hai-Cheng. Heavy pressure 
from this quarter would render Tashi-Chao 
untenable. 

All the Japanese energies now seem to be 
concentrated on Tashi-Chao and Hai- 
Cheng. The operations to the north, which 
throughout may have been feints, have been 
suddenly suspended. 

The growing activity of Chinese bandits 
in the Valley of the Liao River at this 
critical moment means additional embar- 
rassment to Gen. Kuropatkin. 

The unusually well-informed military 
critic of the Russky Viedomosti believes 
that Gen. Kuropatkin is deliberately sur- 
rendering his southern positions, like that 
of Kai-Chow, for the purpose of drawing 
on the Japanese into the open country at or 
above Tashi-Chao, where the Russians will 
be able to deploy large forces and to de- 
rive the full advantage from their superior 
cavalry. He attributes Gen. Oku's advance 
to the necessity of helping Gen. Nodzu, 
whose divisions are stalled in the Chapan 
and Dalin Passes on account of transport 
difficulties and the stubborn resistance of 
Gen. Zaroubaieff, commander of the Fourth 
Siberian Army “Corps, whose forces will 
have to be cleared out before a southern 
advance is made. 

The critic thinks that the Japanese game 
of strategy is to effect a juncture between 
Nodzu and Oku in order to force Kuropat- 


kin to the northward, and if this plan 
should be successful to combine with Ku- 
roki near Liao-Yang. 

The General Staff has received a dispatch 
from Gen. Sakharoff, dated July 12, report- 
ing that the Japanese on July 10 com- 
menced to construct field works on the 
heights between the railroad line and the 
road from Kai-Chow to Tashi-Chao. 

Skirmishing occurred July 11 between the 
advance guards near the village of Sia- 
dian-Tsia. The Japanese retired when the 
Russians were reinforced. 

Gen. Sakharoff adds that a number of 
outpost engagements have occurred in dif- 
ferent directions, with trifling losses on 
both sides, but indicating the persistent ad- 
vance of the Japanese. 


CHE-FOO, July 13.—A dispatch received 
here from Lioyd’s agent at Niu-Chwang 
says: 

‘Japanese scouts were seen this morning 
at Black Woods Pomd, six miles south of 
here. 

*““Gen. Oku, with 50,000 men, is advancing 
rapidly between this place and Tashi-Chao, 

“Shipping and trade are proceeding as 
usual.” 


LONDON, Thursday, July 14.—The Tokio 
correspondent of The Daily Telegraph 
sends official dispatches giving the progress 
of the Taku-Shan army up to July 11, on 
which date the heights south of Sekisaiyu 
were stormed and taken after a stubborn 
resistance. 

The Russians, the dispatches say, 
retired from Senkiayu, where they 
strongly fortified positions.

TOKIO, July 13.—Details of the opera- 
tions of the Taku-Shan army show that 
it sent out two columns on July 9, one 
of which moved toward Tomu-Ching 
(fifteen miles southeast of Hai-Cheng) 
to act as a reconnoitring force, and the 
other toward Tashi-Chao to threaten 
the rear of the Russians at Kai-Chow, 
whom Gen. Oku was then attacking. 

The first column drove in the Russian 
outposts and unmasked a force of about 
one division near Tomu-Ching, after 
which it withdrew unmolested. 

The second column, marching by two 
roads, found the enemy posted on the 
hills commanding both roads. 

The Russians held their position on the 
southern road till the evening, but on the 
northern road, where they had only two 
battalions of infantry and one battery, 
they were driven back on the morning of 
July 10. The Japanese on both roads 
then combined to drive back the enemy 
‘from the highlands on the southern road. 
The Russians retired toward Tashi-Chao. 


It is believed that one column of Gen. 
Oku’s army is marching on Niu-Chwang. 


GEN. KUROKI’S HEADQUARTERS 
IN THE FIELD, July 11.—This force is 
still inactive. 

The numbers of the Russians are in- 
creasing in the immediate vicinity of the

The Russians are reported in great 
mumbers on the Peking Road in the 
neighborhood of Liao-Yang, but are not 
necessarily advancing in this direction.

KAISER ANGERS JAPANESE. 


His Telegram to a Russian Regiment In- 
creases Distrust of Germany.

PEKING, July 13.—Telegraphic re- 
Ports of the German Emperor's telegram 
congratulating a Russian regiment of 
which he is honorary Colonel on the 
prospect of meeting the enemy were pub- 
lished in Peking to-day and were read 
with indignation by the Japanese colony, 
which, however, never harbored any de- 
lusion as to the unsympathetic attitude 
of the German Emperor toward Japan. 

German sympathy loses no opportunity 
of manifesting itself on the side of Rus- 
sia. As I write a German subsidized 
news agency is issuing a bulletin an- 
nouncing an attack on Port Arthur and 
the repulse of the Japanese with enor- 
mous loss, 28,000 being killed. 

The effect of the Emperor's telegram 
is to make Germany more than ever dis- 
trusted in the Far East and to revive the 
fear that the Russian fleet at Port Ar- 
thur may, when all is lost, make a final 
dash for Kiao-Chow Bay, to be there 
dismantled, in order to escape falling 
into the hands of the Japanese. 


BERLIN, July 13.—There is accumu- 
lating evidence that Emperor William’s 
telegram to a Russian infantry regiment 
is regarded in many quarters as a dem- 
onstration too friendly in expression not 
to deserve criticism. 

The Cologne Gazette, it is true, is em- 
powered to declare that the telegram 
merely represents an act of military and 
personal courtesy. The Hanover Courier 
plays sophist, and explains that his 
Majesty’s action was determined by a 
desire to follow the golden mean between 
the neutrality of Germany and the de- 
mands his personal relationship to the 
Russian regiment impose on him. But 
the Courier seems dubious as to whether 
this diagonal course was followed with 
mathematical precision, and ventures to 
suggest that the tone of his Majesty's 
telegram is a shade too warm. 

In the opinion of the Frankfurter Zeit- 
ung the published extracts from the Em- 
peror’s message show that his Majesty 
desires the Russians and not the Japa- 
nese to win. If, says this paper, the Em- 
peror had confined himself to the brief, 
simple language in which his telegram 
to the First Royal Dragoons was 
couched, all possibility of misconstruc- 
tion would have been avoided.

LONDON, Thursday, July 14.—The Stand- 
ard’s Tokio correspondent, telegraphing 
under date of July 13, says that the people 
of Tokio regret that Emperor William's 
telegram to the Viborg regiment was sent, 
but refuse to attach any political sig- 
nificance to the action, preferring to regard 
it as a mere indiscretion. 


NO NEWS OF PORT ARTHUR. 


Alexieff’s Dispatch Gives Only Rumor 
from Supposed Japanese Sources. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 13.—A special 
dispatch received from Mukden to-night, 
dated July 12, repeats the story of a Japa- 
nese repulse at Port Arthur with the loss of 
80,000 men. The dispatch says: 

“News has been received from reliable 
sources that the Japanese Third Army on 
the night of July 11 attacked Port Arthur 
and was heavily defeated, an immense 
number being killed by Russian mines. The 
total loss is about 30,000.” 

There was great anxiety throughout &t. 
Petersburg this evening for further details 
of the reported Japanese disaster. 

It has developed that the official report, 
which was at first supposed to emanate 
directly from Viceroy Alexieff, was not 
specifically fathered by him, but was given 
out as a report reaching his headquarters 
from ‘Japanese sources.’’ What these 
sources are has not yet been explained. 
Possibly the report was intercepted by wire- 
less telegraphy, but it is more likely that 
it came from the Russian Consul at Che- 
Foo or the Russian Consul at Tien-Tsin. 

A full report on the subject from Lieut. 
Gen. Stoessel (commander of the military 
forces at Port Arthur) is awaited with the 
greatest interest. 


CHE-FOO, July 138.—Chinese refugees 
from Port Arthur who arrived here this 
afternoon report that the Japanese have 
recaptured two positions from which they 
recently were driven, namely Forts Four- 
teen and Seven. 


MUKDEN, July 12.—Advices received here 


from Port Arthur say that Gen. Fock at- 
tacked the Japanese right flank July 5 and 
drove the Japanese from their position. 
The Russian cavalry advanced as far as 
Nan-Ga Pass. 

‘The Japanese are landing troops at Siao- 
ping-Tao, (about midway between Port 
Arthur and Dalny on the east coast of the 
Liao-Tung Peninsula.) 

The utmost confidence is felt at Port 
Arthur in the ability of the garrison to 
hold out. 


RUSSIAN FAMINE THREATENED. 


Peasants in Various Provinces in Misery 
Owing to Failure of Crops.

LONDON, July 13.—The Times’s Rus- 
sian correspondents say the fears ex- 
pressed months ago in regard to the Rus- 
sian harvest have been abundantly con- 
firmed by reports from various sources. 

The harvest in Bessarabia is an almost 
complete failure. The price of stock has 
risen, and in consequence of the decline 
in wages numbers of laborers have gone 
to seek work outside the province. 

The residents of the Commune of Ba- 
churi have petitioned the Governor to al- 
low them to-postpone the payment of 


taxes. 

Many corn cultivators have been re- 
duced almost to beggary in Kieff Prov- 
ince. The Governor has instructed the 
local authorities to take all possible pre- 
cautions against famine. The late frosts 
have seriously injured the crops. 

Fruit and vegetables in Kharkoff 
Province have suffered severely from 
frost and rain. In the Province of Mog- 
hileff many peasants are begging, and 
the official journal of the province com- 
plains of the large increase in theft.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 13.—The pros- 
pective failure of the crops in some of ihe 
Southern provinces, possibly attendant 
with famine and the necessity of adopting 
relief measures, are beginning to attract 
attention. 

The Governments of Khersen, Bessarabia, 
Taurida, Poltava, and Kharkoff are princi- 


pally affected. In the district of Tiraspol 
the peasants have already been compelled 
to harvest the unripe crops in order to feed 
the live stock Committees have been ap- 
pointed to relieve the distress, 

The failure of the crops is attributed to 
the early Autumn frosts, insufficient moist. 
ure while sowing, the fluctuating weathor 
of the Winter, the total absence of snow 
heavy frosts in May, and the infrequency 
of rains. In some districts no rain has 
fallen.

BRITAIN CONSIDERING 
A PROTEST TO RUSSIA 


Indignation Aroused- by Proceed- 
ings of Volunteer Steamer. 


IS REGARDED AS A PRIVATEER 


And with a Strong Flavor of the Pirate 
—Went Out of Black Sea Under 
Commercial Flag.

LONDON, July 13.—The Times’s insur- 
ance correspondent says: 

“The greatest indignatiom is felt here 
at the action of the awn volunteer 
steamer Petersburg in stopping and 
searching two British steamers in the 
Tred Sea. 

“The Petersburg passed from the 
Black Sea through the Dardanelles as a 
mercantile steamer under a commercial 
flag. She would not have been allowed 
to pass as a warship. She then mounted 
guns as a cruiser. 

“Her status at present is taken to be 
that of a privateer, with a strong flavor 
of the pirate. Auxiliary cruisers are of 
course recognized as legitimate, but not 
vessels which change at will from the 
commercial to the war flag. 

“It is strongly felt that our Govern- 
ment must resent the action of this 


steamer and prevent a repetition unless | 


a dangerous precedent is to be created. 
Already the circumstances of the case, 
taken with the confiscation of the Brit- 
ish steamer Allanton, give rise to unde- 
sirable comments. 

“Why, it is asked, do these incidents 
happen only to British steamers, and 
not to those of nations like the Germans 
and Americans, whose Governments are 
known to be quick to resent interference 
with their subjects? 

“There are large numbers of steamers 
of nationalities other than British en- 
gaged in trade with Japan, contraband 
and ordinary, and one hears little of in- 
terference with them.” 


* KRONSTADT, July 10,—It is officially 
denied here that any volunteer fleet 
transport save the Orel has recently 
passed through the Dardanelles from the 
Biack Sea. 

The three-funneled Smolensk is de- 
clared officially to be still in the Black 
Sea, as also the Petersburg.

LONDON, July 13.—There is reason to 
believe that the Foreign Office is giving 
serious consideration to the question of the 


passage of the Dardanelles by vessels of the | 


Russian volunteer fleet, and if the reports 
of the operations of the Petersburg, one of 
the ships which recently passed through 
the straits, in searching two British ves- 
sels in the Red Sea are officially confirmed, 
protests may be lodged both at Constanti- 
nople and St. Petersburg. 

The Turkish Embassy htre pointed out 
to-day that in time of peace no objection 
was raised by any power to the use ‘of the 
Dardanelles by ships of the volunteer fleet, 
and said that the war had not changed 
their status in the eyes of Turkey, espe- 
cially if they were unarmed while in Turk- 
ish waters. 

When the Petersburg passed through the 
straits she had no guns mounted. What 
ged happened after her leaving Turk- 
sh waters was that guns were taken from 
the hold and placed in position in prepared 
emplacements. 

The Japanese Legation says Japan has 
not brought the case of the Petersburg be- 
fore the British or Turkish Government. A 
delicate question is raised as a result of 
the operations of that vessel, in. the opinion 
of the legation, but no alarm is felt over 
the results of the cruising of an isolated 
ship, as it is not believed that she can do 
much harm to Japanese shipping, and even 
if she joins the Vladivostok squadron the 
Petersburg will add but little to the 
etrength of Admiral Skrydloff. 


OYAMA LANDS AT DALNY. 


Japanese Commander with the Army 
Attacking Port Arthur. 


LONDON, (Thursday,) July 14.—The Tokio 
correspondent of The Daily Chronicle says 
that Field Marshal Marquis Oyama, (Com- 
mander in Chief of the Japanese forces,) ac- 
companied by his Chief of Staff, Lieut. Gen. 
Kodama, arrived at Dalny yesterday.

We printed yesterday Mr.

support of Judge PARKER. Nobody can 
read this passage from the statement 
without seeing at once that Mr. BRYAN 
is using such influence as he possesses 
to compass the J udge’s defeat: 


I have nothing to take back. I have 
nothing to withdtaw of the things that I 
have said against the methods pursued to 
advance his candidacy. It was a plain and 
deliberate attempt to deceive the party.

Of course if Judge Parker had 
“adroitly and purposely concealed his 
position,” if he had joined in a conspiracy 
to deceive the Convention, he would be 
unworthy to receive anybody’s support. 
By pretending to support him while at 
the same time charging this knavery 
against him Mr. Bryan showed himself 
to be devoid of principle. But it is the 
charge, not the support, that Mr. Bryan 
hopes to make effective. He makes it 
clear that he is a foe to the Democracy 
and its candidate. 

This will help Judge PARKER in the 
East. It will make it easier everywhere 
for sound-money Democrats to vote for 
him. On-the other hand, Mr. BRYAN’s 
stabbing of the ticket will in the West 
cost it no votes which it has the slightest 
chance of securing. It is for this reason 
that the treason of Mr. BRYAN is wel- 
come, 

It may be impossible to confine Mr. 
BrYAN to the West, but certainly if he 
comes to the East it should be without 
the consent or collusion of the National 
Committee. Here he can do no good, 
and he might do some harm. Of course, 
the suggestion of a reconciliation meet- 
ing in which he and Mr. CLEVELAND 
should appear upon the same platform 
was made ironically. It is permissible 
and might be advantageous for a Demo- 
cratic orator to meet a Republican, an 
open and honorable foe, upon the plat- 
form. For a loyal Democrat to appear 
On any ‘campafen occasion with Mr. 
BRYAN Would give rise to the suspicion 
that a dishonoring compromise had been 
reached, one of those arrangements that 
put an indelible stain upon the parties 
to it. Mr. Bryan ought to confine him- 
self tO Nebraska. They appear to like 
him there. It would be well for the 
committee to assign to him the task of 
carrying his own State.

THE JAPANESE ADVANCE. 

The Russian campaign is taken by mil- 
itary mien in Europe to be the result of 
divided counsels, a compromise between 
the professional judgment of the Rus-

Every consideration that com- 
mended the abandonment of Port Arthur 
to its fate is as strong in the case of 
Niu-Chwang, with the addition that Port 
Arthur is very strongly fortified and 
garrisoned, while Niu-Chwang is almost 
defenseless when left to its own re- 
sources, These two points in the hands 
of the Japanese, and their control of the 
coast of Manchuria will be complete. 
The fall of both is soon to be expected 
since the rainy season that puts a stop 
to active campaigning to the northward 
will not suspend siege operations at Port 
Arthur, while the fall of Niu-Chwang 
will follow at once upon the retirement 
of the Russian army. With these two 
points in their possession Japan will 
have all for which she has been fighting. 
She can look with entire equanimity 
upon the efforts of Russia to regain un- 
der every disadvantage what with every 
udvantage she has failed to hold. 


RE-ENTER MR. BYRNE. 


When Mr. WILLIAM MICHAEL BYRNE, 
then of Delaware, had been twice re- 
jected as United States District Attor- 
ney for that State by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Senate, he removed to New 
York, where we believe he has been a 
resident for a few months, not long 
enough, as we are informed, to give him 
the right to vote in the coming election. 
He has now been appointed Assistant 
United States Attorney for the South- 
ern District of this State. The appoint- 
ment is made by the District Attorney, 
and not directly by the President, which 
relieves Mr. Byrne from again facing 
the ordeal of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. It is safe, however, to assume 
that he would not have been selected 
had he not been stil! agreeable to the 


to that of the appointment of Mr. 
CLARKSON in the Customs Service when 
he was comparatively a stranger in the 
business and political circles of New 
York, his previous activity having been 
confined chiefly to Washington, where 
he was the “ headsman” of Mr. HarRri- 
SON, and to the Southern States, where 
he gained a good deak of note as a ma- 
nipulator of negro delegates. Though 
Mr. ROOSEVELT was on record as con- 
demning the conduct of Mr. CLARKSON 
in relation to the civil service, the only 
intelligible explanation of his appoint- 
ment to a place of prominence in this 
State over the heads of all actual and 
possible competitors among New York 
Republicans was that Mr. RoosEvELT 
liked the man. 

It is reported that he made much the 
Same explanation as to his rather ob- 
stinate efforts to give Mr. BYRNE a good 
office in Delaware. Openly he expressed 
himself as satisfied with the “ merit and 
record ” of Mr. Byrnz in the District At- 
torney’s office in Delaware, though that 
gentleman had had the unique experi- 
ence of having been rebuked in court by 
Justice BrapLrey for negligence in the 
performance of his official duties. While 
in that post Mr. ‘Byrne distinguished 
himself by precisely the sort of “ perni- 
cious political activity” which Mr. 
CLEVELAND punished in the case of a 
District Attorney under him by removal 
from office. Mr. Byrne fared better. At 
the time of this offense he was a sup- 
porter of the notorious Appicks, the ex- 
perienced speculator in gas stocks and 
Republican legislators and office holders. 
Mr. BYRNE was not originally an Ad- 
dicks man. His earlier tendencies were 
toward cleaner politics, and this fact 
probably added to the value of his adher- 
ence to the Addicks machine when he 
made up his mind to enlist under it. His 
most conspicuous aid to that machine 
was in running as an Addicks candidate 
for Congress, throwing the district to 
the Democrats. Ordinarily that would 
hardly commend him for reward at the 
hands of a Republican President. It was, 
however, followed by a nomination to 
his old office, which he had resigned to 
run for Congress, or, rather, to help in 
electing a Democrat to Congress. The 
Senate Judiciary Committee, under the 
lead especially of that somewhat sensi- 
tive member, Senator Hoar, rejected 
him, The President waited until the ad- 
journment of the Senate and gave Mr. 
BYRNE a recess appointment, only to see 
him again rejected by the Senate Com- 
mittee. The action of the committee, it 
is understood, was not based so much on 


| party considerations, though these would 


seem to have been conclusive, as on the 
record of Mr. Byrne in office and the 
opinions regarding him expressed by the 
bar of Delaware. 

Mr. BYRNE is, so far as we know, a 
capable lawyer, and we know nothing 
against his private character, if we dis- 
tinguish that from the motives revealed 
by his political relations to Appicxks, It 
is not easy to understand in his case, 
as in that of Mr. CLARKSON, why he is 
selected to enjcy patronage to which 
party usage gives a good title to New 
York Republicans, It can hardly be that 
the Republican Party in this State, and 
even in this city, cannot supply an in- 
cumbent of the office of Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney with qualifications as 
good as the not conspicuous qualifica- 
tions of Mr. Byrne. He is taken from 
outside either for his party claims, which 
are not exactly respectable, or because of 
Mr. ROOSEVELT’s “liking” for thé man. 
If the first be not the source of the 
favor he obtains in the sight of the 
President, the question arises, why does 
he appeal so extraordinarily to the taste 
of the President? Why does Mr. Roosz- 
VELT like this sort of man? No doubt it 
is a fine thing to stand by a good man 
against the pressure of the politicians, 
but Mr. ByRNE has not shown himself a 
superlatively good man, while the press- 
ure of the politicians has been in his 
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favor, and the politicians heretofore 
back of him are a shabby lot. 


MANHATTAN BRIDGE PLANS. 

The Municipal Art Society and Mr. 
CALVIN TomKINS, the President thereof, 
deserve particularly well of the city. But 
for the insistence of the society, backed 
by the protest of the Fine Arts Federa- 
tion, it is possible that the rejection of 
the plans adopted and approved after 
great consideration by the last munici- 
pal administration might have been su- 
perseded under this, after nobody knew 
what degree of consideration, and that 
the Municipal Art Commission might 
have been induced to give a perfunctory 
approval to the change, although such a 
change would have been a reversion to 
the system condemned after full investi- 
gation. Thanks to the Municipal Art 
Society, that is now impossible. 

The first effect of this strenuous oppo- 
sition to committing the city to a work 
of which it was by no means certain 
that it would be the best that the city 
could get for its money has been to in- 
duce the Bridge Commissioner to with- 
draw from the consideration of the Art 
Commission the plans he had already 
submitted to that consideration, in order 
to submit revised plans. The delay may 
very possibly put over a decision until 
the Autumn. But all this delay, it is to 
be borne in mind, is to be charged to 
the present administration of thé Bridge 
Department, unless it shall finally suc- 
ceed in making out its case that its pres- 
ent plans promise a bridge better, cheap- 
er, and speedier of construction than the 
plans prepared under the preceding ad- 
ministration, which were complete and 
ready to be put under contract when 
the present administration took office. 
Those plans had all the guarantees of 
professional approval, on both the scien- 
tific and the artistic side, which the 
plans now withdrawn by Commissioner 
Best conspicuously lack. 

We make room for Mr. LINDENTHAL’S 
letter to the Art Commission, summariz- 
ing his objections to the design of his 
successors in comparison with his own. 
It is evident to the wayfaring man both 
that if these objections are well taken 
they are fatal, and that upon the ques- 
tion whether they are well taken his 
own opinion is worthless. In gther 
words, to the public it is a question of 
the weight of scientific authority, which 
can be determined only by a special tri- 
bunal of engineers. That is the ground 
taken by Mr. LINDENTHAL, who avows 
his readiness to submit it to such a tri- 
bunal. It is also that taken by Mr. Tom- 
KINS, on behalf of the Municipal Art.So- 
ciety, before the Art Commission, who 
fortified his position by citing in behalf 
of it Prof. WrexBB of Stevens Institute and 
Prof. Burr of Columbia. The Bridge 
Department cannot possibly object to 
such a submission without confessing its 
want of confidence in its own work. We 
may expect, therefore, to see this dispo- 
sition of the engineering aspects of the 
matter made before the Art Commission 
is called upon to pass upon its artistic 
aspects. The public will take the verdict 
of a competent and disinterested com- 
mission, such as has once already passed 
upon Mr. LINDENTHAL’s design, as final, 
and as offering a satisfactory assurance 
that in the new Manhattan Bridge the 
city will be getting the worth of its 
money. And for this result the public 
will have the Municipal Art Society to 
thank. 

KLINGSOR AND PARSIFAL AT ST. 
LOUIS. 

The n&morable incidents of the closing 
hours of the St. Louis Convention, too 
recent and too well understood to need 
recital, can scarcely fail to recall to 
those familiar with WaGNER’s “ Parsi- 
fal” the impressive and dramatic con- 
clusion of the second act of that opera. 

It will be remembered that, through 
the machinations of the wicked magician 
Klingsor, Parsifal is tempted in the 
garden of the enchanted castle, but re- 
sists and defies the powers of evil en- 
listed for his undoing. The last bid for 
his soul is the lying promise that if he 
will yield even for an hour Kundry will 
then lead him to the object of his long 
quest, the Grail Castle, where Amfor- 
tas, sorely wounded and hopeless of re- 
covery by mortal aid, in extremis awaits 
his coming. This failing, Kundry calls 
for help and Klingsor appears, bearing 
the spear which nothing mortal may re- 
sist. He hurls it at Parsifal, crying: 
Halt da! dich bann’ 

Wehr: 
den -Thoren stell’ mir seines Meisters Speer! 

The javelin cleaves the air, but hangs 
suspended over Parsifal’s head, not 
reaching or harming him. He puts out

*his hand and seizes it, turns its point to 


the magician, bans him and his magic, 
and condemns the unrealities of the cas- 
tle to extinction. Instantly Klingsor dis- 
appears, forever eliminated; the walls 
crumble and sink; the enchanted garden 
shrivels to a wilderness, and Parsifal 
strides forth unharmed and victorious 
over the powers of evil, bearing the in- 
vincible spear and passing to the healing 
of Amfortas. 

The parable is one which he who runs 
may read. Recognizing that the nomina- 
tion of PARKER and the restoration of 
Democracy to safety and sanity were 
imminent, the wicked magician, BRYAN, 
whose spells had failed, hurled the spear 
which represented the Bryanizing of the 
platform by the striking out of the plank 
committing the party to the abandon- 
ment of financial heresy. 
and hoped that this would destroy what 
he cOuld not bend to his malign pur- 
poses. But PARKER stretched forth his 
hand, seized the spear in air, turned its 
point against the scheme which, if suc- 
cessful, would have doomed him to irrev- 
ocable defeat, launched the ban of his 
historic telegram, and when the dust 
had subsided, nothing of BRYAN as a

leader or of Bryanism as a fetich re- 
mained. To heal the wounds of the Dem- 
ocratic Party and make it once more 
safe and sane is his mission. That he 
has demonstrated his ability to perform 
it even his political enemies admit.

TO EUROPE IN SIXTY HOURS. 

Some interest has been excited along 
the river front, and possibly further in- 
land, by the confident announcement of 
one CarRL J. H. Fiinpt of Hoboken, once 
a hardy mariner and shipmaster, that 
he is now building a vessel in which he 
will be able to make the trip between 
Liverpool and New York in sixty hours. 
This boat, now receiving her machinery, 
will be ready for her trial trip in a week 
or ten days. Her inventor describes her 
general model as follows: 


The hull is divided in three sections, 
running lengthwise, with deep grooves be- 
tween. Instead of plowing the water, as 
the ordinary hull does, having tons of re- 
sistance to overcome, these grogves allow 
the water to pass right through the hull, 
and the resistance is reduced to a mihi- 
mum. Then I propose to have -the pro- 
pellers, three in number, in the forward 
part of the hull, instead of at the stern. 


Enough. What might follow would be 
negligible, like “the other forty-nine 
reasons.” The idea that by longitudi- 
nally dividing the hull of a vessel resist- 
ance may be diminished to the vanishing 
point is an ignis fatuus which sailormen 
with a turn for invention and a compre- 
hensive ignorance of mathematics have 
been chasing for years. If buoyancy, 
displacement, tonnage—in a sense differ- 
ent terms to convey a common meaning— 
are eliminated as factors of the equa- 
tion, the longitudinal subdivision of the 
hull into parts may diminish resistance 
materially; but for a given tonnage the 
more the hull is cut up into segments, 
like a longitudinally sliced cucumber, 
the greater the skin friction to be over- 
come per unit of capacity. Capt. FLINDT 
is very sure that the Deutschland, for 
example, if fitted with a hull and pro- 
pellers of his devising, would cross the 
ocean in half the time of her present 
average voyage and with a fuel economy 
of 50 per cent. of her present consump- 
tion. Perhaps; but it would be at a 
great many times the present cost per 
ton of cargo or per passenger. The 
Deutschland has a gross tonnage of 
16,000. Her maximum midship_ sec- 
tion is about 1,986 square feet. Her 
indicated horse power is 37,500. Her 
best service record is 24.19 knots per 
hour. The distance between New York 
and Liverpool is 3,540 miles, or 3,070 
knots. To make it in 60 hours Capt. 
Fuinpt’s beat will have to average about 
51 knots an hour. To do this the 
Deutschland would have to be provided 
with 300,000 horse power of engines and 
turn approximately eight times as much 
coal as she now consumes per voyage. 
This is the practical side of the problem 
of the 5l-knot speed. No doubt that 
speed is attainable for short distances 
in a ‘specially built boat in which carry- 
ing capacity and cost are of no account, 
but something’ more than a catamaran 
would be needed to float the engines and 
carry the fuel. For this even the cross 
section and length of the Deutschland 
would not be sufficient. If on her trial 
trip Capt. Fiinp?’s boat can make head- 
Way against the tide in the Hudson River 
we shall be gratified. That is more 
than most attempts in the same direc- 
tion have been able to do. The equa- 
tions of ocean speeds in their relation to 
tonnage are not likely to have much in- 
terest or value for inventors of ocean- 
going boats to average 51 knots, but 
they are unfortunately indisputable. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—A “master and pilot,” who evidently 
speaks with knowledge if not with author- 
ity for his class, writes to The Sun with 
more of earnestness and sincerity, perhaps, 
than of discretion, protesting against the 
current criticisms of Capt. VAN ScHaIck for 
not having been the last to leave the Slo- 
cum and for not having insisted that the 
boat’s life-saving and fire-extinguishing 
equipment be in better order. On the first 
point the writer of the letter says that 
while to “ go down with the ship”’ is ideally 
admirable, it does not provide the Captain's 
wife with a pension—an argument good or 
bad, according to the way one looks at it. 
On the other point it is worth while to 
quote The Sun’s correspondent exactly, 
“The plain fact of the matter is,” he says, 
“that being a Captain is a business, and a 
Captain to retain his place must please his 
employers. Suppose that VAN ScHaicK at 
the beginning of the Summer had reported 
that the fire hose was ragten, that the life- 
preservers were too old, that the crew 
ought to be more skillful—all of which 
would mean higher pay—does any one con- 
versant with the steamboat business imag- 
ine that any change would have been made? 
A Captain starting out on that basis would 
probably lose his place, and the public may 
rest assured that when a choice must be 
made between duty, as enumerated in an- 
tiquated and impossible laws that are not 
lived up to by the very Inspectors paid 
to have them enforced, and duty to wife 
and children, most Captains will prefer to 
be less critical and retain their employ- 
ment.” That is what is called “‘ good com- 
mon sense.”” That it is common is true, 
but its goodness is something more than 
doubtful—in fact, is nothing less than eas- 
ily deniable. If it be true that employ- 
ment such as Capt. VAN ScHaicke had can 
neither’ be obtained nor held except on the 
condition of sacrificing public to private 
interests, the obvious deduction is that the 
employment is not one for men of honor 
and honesty. .It may well be questioned, 
however, if Captains would usually, or 
even often, be discharged for demanding, 
or even insisting, that their ships be fitted 
up with some approach to adequacy for 
the service in which they are engaged. 
Steamboat owners are not madmen or 
criminals, as a rule, and we strongly in- 
cline to the belief that it is the Captain's 
willingness to take risks for the sake of 
making a reputation for economy that re- 
sults in disasters like that which closed 
the career of the Slocum as often as it is 
the desire of the owners to keep down ex- 
penses. And certainly, if no Captains 
would consent unnecessarily to imperil 
the lives of their passengers, no owners 
would be able unnecessarily to imperil 
those lives. The chief value of this letter, 
it seems to Us, is its revelation, not in re- 
gard to the character of steamboat owners, 
but in regard to the theory of that charac- 
ter held: by Captains, and the frequency 
with which the latter make that theory 
the guide of their own conduct. 


—oOur recent remarks on some verses 


which we considered to be kaso euetey have 
been misunderstood by The Boston Globe. 
“The poetry editor of Tos New Yor« 
TrmBs,” it says, “received a contribution 
the other day that he regards as real 
poetry—an occurrence so unusual that he 
publishes now a third of:a, column edi- 
torial about it. And yet there’s more good 
poetry published in the newspapers than in 
the magazines.” It cannot be claimed that 
the mails often bring real poetry to this or 
any other-newspaper office, but such ar- 
rivals are not so rare that one of them

would be at all likely to move a “ poetry | 


editor,” if there were such a creature, to 
write about it to the extent of a third of 
a column or any other extent, The verses 
to which The Globe refers received com- 
ment, not so much because they were real 
poetry as because their poetical quality 
was particularly prominent—was, indeed, 
about all there was to them. So we called 
attention to this peculiarity in the hope 
that the too many people who think that 
measured lines and an occasional rhyme 
make poetry would look into the matter 
again and—and—well, save their postage 
stamps for more promising uses. As for the 
assertion that the newspapers print more 
good poetry than do the magazines, the 
fact that it comes from Boston must be 
considered in relation to the other. fact 
that it comes from The Boston Globe, If 
the Globe’s opinion is Boston’s opinion, 
of course it settles the question—for all who 
accept the opinion of Boston as conclusive. 
We would ourselves only venture the sug- 
gestion that some of the poetry, 50 called, 
printed in newspapers, is perhaps worse 
than any of tne poetry, so called, that 
appears in any of the magazines. 


—On Monday a boy who with other 
boys was in swimming at Asbury Park 
suddenly began to struggle, called for as- 
sistance, and then sank out of sight. His 
companions went promptly and bravely to 
the rescue, only to see the boy whom they 
had supposed to be drowning rise to the 
surface some distance from where he 
went down, laughing derisively at the suc- 
cess with which the pretense of peril had 
taken them in. The very next day the same 
boy called for help at the same place and 
from the same companions. That time he 
was really in desperate trouble, but his 
acting the day before had been too good, the 
reality was no longer convincing, nobody 
went to the rescue, and the boy drowned 
while the others laughingly awaited 
his reappearance, Thus was the Aesopian 
fable of him who cried “* Wolf!”’ too often 
curiously reproduced in all its essential 
features—not for the first time, by any 
means, else would that fable not have be- 
come familiar to half the world or re- 
mained for so many centuries among the 
commonest of metaphors. In the fable, 
however, it 4was the innocent sheep that 
suffered death and their presumably 
serious-minded owner who suffered loss, 
while the practical joker was probably pun- 
ished by nothing worse that a beating of 
classical severity, and even that was not 
recorded as a feature of the fable. The 
Asbury Park story is therefore the more 
impressive of the two—or would have been 
if Agsop had put it among his immortal 
illustrations of the platitudinous and the 
commonplace 


Judge PARKER may well frown at the too 
industrious admirer who has dug out of 
some dusty repository of useless treasures 
documentary evidence that in his indis- 
creet youth he once wrote over his “ auto- 
graph” a Latin phrase to the effect that 
the protection of the law is for those sharp 
enough to get it. Most certainly the Judge 
does not admire or believe that saying now, 
and has nct for many a year. The words 
are true enough in a way—too true, no 
doubt—but in other ways they have all the 
falsity characteristic of cynicism, and 
Judge PARKER’s work in interpreting the 
law has been along no such lines, 


BOURKE COCKRAN ACROBATIC. 


Question Now Is, How Long Will He

George A. Church to Get $260,000 
in Bonds from M. Poulet. 


COURTS FEAR HUMBERT TRAP 


Poulet’s Heirs Seek Division of Estate 
and Counsel Tries to Create An- 
other Crawford Case. 


PARIS, July 13.—A remarkable case, in 
which George A. Church of Nayatt Point, 
*.. L., is the central figure, is being heard by 
he Tribunal of the Seine. M. Poulet, a 

‘ealthy Parisian capitalist, disappeared 
Curteen years ago during a voyage around 
the world. He left $260,000 in’ French 
yonds. After waiting the statutoryqaériod 
his heirs asked for a division of the estate. 

Thereafter a will was filed, dated at Sim- 
Than-Glaia, Island of Java, in which M. 
Poulet gave his entire estate to George A. 
Church. Counsel for the heirs sought to 
create the impression that this was another 
case of mythical Crawfords, as in the 
Humbert cage, while counsel for Mr. 
Church maintained that his client actually 
existed, being a retired New England mer- 
chant, who recentiy sailed from New York 
for Europe. Thereupon the court asked 
that Mr. Church be presented to it, and ad- 
journed the case until Friday, to permit the 
presentation or the production of other 
proofs of his identity. 

The genuineness of the large legacy ap- 
pears to be unquestionable, but the case is 
bitterly contested, mainly because of sus- 
picions growing out of the fictitious Amer- 
-can heirs in the Humbert case. 

The will of M. Poulet is datéd Jan. 25, 
1890, and described Mr. Church &@s then liv- 
ing at Nayatt Point, R. I. His! subsequent 
movements are not stated. His 
Fays he is now on his way from Hamburg 
to Bayonne, and ae hopes to present/him in 
court Friday. 

The contested will is as follows: 

“This is my last testament. I appoint 
George A. Church, living &t Nayatt Point, 
Rhode Island, my sole legatee. I revoke all 
former wills and codicils. 

“Signed under my hand at Sim-Than- 
Glaia, (Java,) this January 25, 1890. 

* (Signed) ‘ POULET.”

Income Tax Scheme Likely to Cause 
Defeat of Ministry. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YorK TIMES. 

PARIS, July 13.—The Chamber of Dep- 
uties broke up to-night for the Summer 
holidays, and will not meet again till 
October. The existence of the Govern- 
ment is consequently assured till that 
date. 

However, even M. Clémenceau, who is 
leader of the Bloc, has expressed the 
conviction that the Ministry must fall as 
soon as the Chamber reassembles. He 
gives no definite explanation of this 
view, but seems to imply that M. 
Combes’s own wish is to resign power at 
that date. 

The real explanation is that the Minis- 
try has pledged itself on repeated occa- 
sions, and again to-day through M. Rou- 
vier, the Minister of Finance, to intro- 
duce the first thing next session a long- 
promised income tax scheme. In the in- 
ner circles of parliamentary life it is rec- 
ognized that no income tax is possible 
in France, as it would supply too easy an 
electoral platform to aggressive dema- 
gogues, who would constantly be propos- 
ing higher and higher rates of progres- 
sive taxation of income, until all capital 
would be driven out of the country. 

This M. Rouvier appreciates perfectly, 
and it is frankly recognized on all sides 
that if the Government keeps its promise 
of introducing an income tax scheme it 
will be riding for a fall and that this 
impossible measure will once more be de- 
ferred to the Greek Kalends. 


THREW MONEY BROADCAST. 


Woman Got Rid of Husband’s Savings 
in Record Time. 


While the guests of the Hotel St. Denis 
were at breakfast yesterday morning a 
young woman rushed into the lobby of the 
hotel and began scattering bank and Treas- 
ury notes about the floor. Right behind 
her came Policeman Kiely of the Charles 
Street Station, who had seen her turn and 
run into the hotel. A moment later police- 
man Hedman showed up, and the officers 
caught hold of the young woman. She 
struggled with might and main, and it was 
all that the officers could @o to hold her. 

According to the police, the young 
woman, who is Mrs. Robert Pollock of 79 
Fast Tenth Street, had $200 in bills and 
notes and also her marriage certifigate 
that she managed to tear up. Pieces of 
the certificate, when placed together, 
showed that the Pollacks had been married 
by: Alderman Pierce Pool, and another slip 
of paper that dropped from_the woman's 
pocket bore the address, “ Frederick Lus- 
tig, 5388 East Highty-fourth Street.’

All that the woman said was 
in Yiddish, and none of the officers con- 
cerned in the case could speak that lan- 
guage. Her husband afterward said the 
money his wife had thrown away was his 
savings, on which he had expected to re- 
turn to Austria. 


BALTIC AND MAJESTIC SALUTE. 


New and Old Liners Pass in North River 
—Alleged Murderer Back. 


The first sailing of the White Star liner 
Baltic yesterday was the occasion of the 
gathering of a great crowd on the White 
Star Line pier. On her way down the 
North River the Baltic passed the Majestic, 
once the queen of the fleet, inbound. As 
the Majestic and Baltic passed in mid- 
stream both vessels sounded the three- 
whistle salute and dipped their flags, The 
new liner looked to be double the size of 
her older sister. 

The Majestic brought back in her second 
cabin Dr. R, H. Langdon, a prisoner in 
charge of Sheriff H. Cyrier and Deputy F. 
8S. Baker. Langdon was arrested in Liver- 
001 charged with murder. On Apri. 
fast a Mrs. Carr of Kankakee died as the 
result of an operation, which, it is al- 
leged, she accused Dr. Langdon of having 
performed.

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Appellate Division Dismisses Suit 
of Herr Doeme. 


SINGER’S FINAL DECREE SOON 


Settlement of Financial Matters at Time 
of Divorce, Says Justice, No 
Badge of Collusion. 


The charges of collusion and fraud 
brought against Mme. Nordica, the opera 
singer, by. her husband, Herr Zoitan Doeme, 
the tenor, whom she sued for divorce, were 
dismissed yesterday by the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court. The order is- 
sued by Justice MacLean for the reopening 
of the divorce case and the appointment 
of a refe.ee to take new testimony is set 
aside by the Appellate Court, and this will 
result in giving Mme. Nordica her final 
decree of divorce within a few days. 

Mme. Nordica was married in 1882 in 
Paris to Frederick Gower, a prosperous 
electrician, who started on a balloon trip 
across the English Channel and who never 
was heard of again. On May 27, 1896, she 
married Herr Doeme at Indianapolis, Ind. 
In January last Justice Bischoff granted 
her application for an interlocutory decree 
of divcrce, the case being undefended, al- 
though Doeme put in an answer to her 
suit. About the jtime that the decree was 
to be made fir al Herr Doeme appeared 
with counsel and applied to Justice Mac- 
Lean in the Supreme Court to have the 
default reopened, so that he might come in 
and defend the suit. He claimed at the 
time that there had been fraud and collu- 
sion, and that he had been induced to con- 
sent to this entry of the decree by Mme. 
Nordica’s action to release his bank ac- 
count, amounting to $66,000, which she had 
attacked. He said that she had received 
$20,000 from him, and then relinquished all 
claims to the balence of the account. 

In the decision handed down Justice Mc- 
Laughlin says: 

“‘It has never before, so far as I know, 
been claimed that the settlement of finan- 
cial trarsacticns between a husband and 
at or about the time a divorce is 
granted is a badge of collusion or fraud, 
or even a suspicious circumstance, requir- 
ing investigation. The court, by its de- 
cree, in a majority of actions where a 
divorce is granted, makes some provision 
for the support of the wife, but that a 
husband voluntarily does so, of itself no 
more constitutes evidence of collusion than 
does the court’s decree. There is a moral 
as well as a legal obligation resting upon 
a huskand to support his wiTe, and even 


if she errs the fact that he sees fit to make 
provision for her support at the time a 
divorce is granted cannot deprive him of 
the right which the statute gives him to 
dissolve the marriage contract, nor does it 
furnish ground of suspicion that the judg- 
ment is the result of collusion and con- 
epiracy between the parties, or that the 
court, had the fact been known, would not 
have granted the judgment. 

‘The same rule is applicable to the wife. 
If she has means and the husband has 
none, there is ro impropriety upon her 
part in making scme provision for his 
future support and maintenance, however 
indelicate it may be for him to accept it.’’ 

After pointing out that Doeme himself 
had sworn before that the financial ar- 
rangement had nothing to do with the 
civorce action, the court says that if Doeme 
is telling the truth now he cannot have 
told it then. As to the question raised by 
Doeme that Mme. Nordica was not a resi- 
dent of New York at the time she got her 
decree, the ccurt points to Doeme’s answer 
to her complaint, in which Doeme admitted 
that she was a resident, and therefore, the 
court says, he cannot come forward at this 
time and say that such admission of resi- 
dence vas false and a fraud upon the 
court. 

The court finds in addition that she is 
actually a resident of New York and not 
of Faris, as Doeme alleges.

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LINDENTHAL OBJECTS 
TO WIRE CABLE PLAN 


Should Not Be Used on Manhattan 
Bridge. 


WARNS ART COMMISSION 


Says New Plan Would Cost More, Would 
Make Bridge Less Rigid, and Be 
Inferior in Many Ways. 


Gustav Lindenthal, ex-Commissioner of 
Bridges, under whom the “ eye-bar chain” 
design for the Manhattan Bridge was pre- 
pared, has written a letter to the Municipal 
Art Commission setting forth his objections 
to the approval by that body of the design 
for a “ wire cable”’ bridge with which the 
present Bridge Department proposes to 
Supersede his plans. His objections are as 
follows: 

“It is my professional opinion that if the 
bridge is built in accordance with the new 
plans it will be greatly inferior in rigidity 
to the plans already approved by~you. The 
deflections and vibrations under the action 
of live load will be more than five times 
greater. In other words, the new design, 
while in point of rigidity better than the 
worn-out Brooklyn Bridge, would be great- 
ly inferior in that respect to the Williams- 
burg Bridge, and still further inferior to 
the Blackwell’s Island Bridge, and to the 
approved chain design for this bridge. 

“In the Williamsburg Bridge the stiffen- 
ing trusses are forty feet high to provide 
the desired greater solidity. They spoil 
the appearance of the bridge. Beauty was 
here sacrificed to utility. I desired to 
avoid this mistake in the chain design. To 
that end the bracing, or stiffening, is’ at- 
tached to and below the chain, having the 
form of lace work, which in no way inter- 
feres with and rather enhances’. the 
aesthetic appearance of the bridge. If the 
same degree of rigidity were to be obtained 
with stiffening trusses their height would 
have to be fifty-five feet, or even Nfteen 
feet higher than in the Williamsburg 
Bridge. 

“The result would have been an archi- 
tectural monstrosity. It is evident that 
in the new design before you the stiffening 
trusses were made low for the sake of 
architectural appearance, and that utility 
was here sacrificed to aesthetics. But in 
doing so the design represents a retrogres- 
sion to the inferior standards of thirty 
years ago. If it would save time or cost 
it might be excusable, but it does neither 
of these things. 

“The experience with the construction 
of the steel wire cables of the Williams- 
burg Bridge and elsewhere justifies the 
estimate of time required for construction 
to be from one and a half to two years 
longer than for the chain bridge. The lat- 
ter can be completed under contract in 
three and a half to four years. This prac- 
tically can be proved in four weeks by 
advertising for bids under the plans and 
specifications already prepared. 

“The form of anchorage in the plans 
before you does not permit of the utiliza- 
tion of the waste space inside of them in 
the practical manner shown in the anchor- 
ages for the approved chain design. The 
fine and imposing assembly halls, each 
larger than Carnegie Hall, and the auxiliary 


rooms, are left out. The yearly rentals of 

25,000 to $30,000 obtainable from them are 
lost to the city. That amount more than 
covers the cost of yearly painting of the 
bridge, and by that much reduces the cost 
of maintenance paid from taxes. 

*“* Moreover, estimating approximately the 
cost of the new cable design and the ap- 
proved chain design, both proportioned on 
the same basis of live loads and unit 
stresses, it appears that the new design 
will cost more by $2,000,000. This addi- 
tional cost is principally due to the waste- 
ful form of the superstructure and the 
heavier anchorages resulting therefrom. 

“ Disregarding other defective features, 
the comparison of the two designs can be 
~summarized as follows: 

“An inferior degree of rigidity. 

“A longer time of construction by one 
and a half to two years. 

‘““A loss of yearly income hy $30,000, and 
“A greater cost of construction by 
2,000,000. 
“The objections which I raise affect the 
public interest so profoundly that they 
should not be passed over lightly. I beg 
to submit to your honorable commission 
the propriety of having before you from 
a board of disinterested bridge experts an 
authoritative expression upon the engineer- 
ing features of both designs to aid you in 
arriving at a just decision of approval or 
disapproval covering the design for the 
entire structure. 

“As I understand it, the intention of the 
Greater New York Charter is that your 
approval of designs for bridges and other 
monumental structures is essential to their 
legality. Of necessity, this involves pass- 
ing upon the design as a whole. So that, 
while the purely structural features may 
involve considerations of a technical en- 
gineering nature, unless you are advised 
by this disinterested competent authority 
that these features conform to the best 
engineering practice, and offer advantages 
superior to the design already approved, 
it would be impossible for you to approve 
the design as a whole.” 


BRIDGE INSPECTION TOUR.

plete, and the contractors are at work re- 
moving the crib work. Commissioner Best 
said that he would cpen bids for wiring 
the trolley tracks on the Mle yee Fr 
Bridge the last of this month. He adde 
that the cars would not be running before 
Sept. 1, and then only on the overhead trol- 
ley tracks on the south side. It will be 
Oct. 1, he said, before all the tracks will be 
ready. At the Blackwell's Island Bridge it 
was seen that all six stone piers are fin- 
ished, two on each shore, and two on the 
island. This bridge will have eight trolley 
tracks, as also will the Manhattan Bridge, 
as against six on the Williamsburg Bridge 
and four on the Brooklyn.

TRANSFERS NOT MANDATORY. 


Public Convenience Determines _Issu- 


ance, Says Appellate Division. 


While deciding yesterday that the Metro- 
politan Street Railway cannot legally be 
compelled to give. transfers to passengers 
at Twenty-third Street and Broadway, the 
Justices of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court were unable to agree unan- 
imously with the opinion written by Jus- 
tice Hatch. Four of them held that Justice 
Tierney of the Municipal Court in the 
Bronx was right in throwing out of court 
the action brought by Henry Topham 
against the Interurban Street Railway 
Company to recover the penalty required 
by law for refusal of transfers, 

Justice O’Brien, who writes a dissenting 


' opinion, says it has been the uniform pol- 


icy of legislation in such matters, as re- 


gards street surface railroads as well as 
steam railroads, that there should be no 
consolidation or leasing of competing lines; 
that the law applies to all leases without 
regard to mere details, and that the opin- 
ion of the Appellate Division in another 
the Mendoza case, already decided, 
should be remembered. Justice Ingraham 
writes a third opinion, but reaches the 
same conclusion as Justice Hatch. Justice 
Hatch’s opinion was concurred in by Jus- 
tice Laughlin, while Justice Van Brunt 
concurred in the opinion written by Jus- 
tice Ingraham. Of the three opinions writ- 
ten that of Justice Hatch takes precedence. 
He concludes that the paragraph in the 


railroad law providing for one fare and 
transfers is not mandatory, but that the 
issuance of transfers under certain clearly 
prescribed conditions is within the discre- 
tion of the street railway company. 

When Topham’s case was thrown out of 
the Municipal Court Topham appealed to

TOBOGGAN WON AT LAST 


Contender in Big Spring Handicaps 
Finally Captured a Purse. 


DEAD HEAT FOR THE STAKE 


Major Pelham and Gay Boy Ran a Tie 
and Divided the Jamaica at 
Brighton Beach. 


As a reward of patience and persistence 
the victory of James R. Keene’s maiden 
four-year-old Toboggan in the mile and a 
sixteenth handicap at Brighton Béach yes- 
terday brought an amount of satisfaction 
to Trainer James Rowe that money hardly 
could have been equaled. 


When the field of ten horses started to 
the post for the race, Toboggan as actual 
top weight and favorite at 8 to 5, some one 
just behind the trainer of the Keene Sta- 
ble recited the juvenile maxim, the burden 
of which is “ try, try again,’”’ but the train- 
er refused to smile, and waited in some 
anxiety to see if Toboggan could find a 
way to be beaten again. Sweet Alice and 
Gold Saint went out together and set a 
pace which exactly suited Toboggan, how- 
ever, the Keene maiden waiting in third 
place to the middle of the last turn and 
then going on and galloping home first 
three lengths before a field of horses 
every one of which long before had earned 
victory. 

Eleven horses ran for the Jamaica, sell- 
at six furlongs, and Counterpoise, 
first away, led to the middle of 
the turn for the run home, where Ma- 
jor Pelham took command, and galloped in 
the lead to close on the winning post. 
Gay Boy, well up to the last furlong pole, 
then went on with a rush, and, driving 
Hildebrand, on Major Pelham, to the whip 
in the final strides, and, hard-ridden him- 
self by Burns, caught the favorite on the 
post and made a tie of it, with Ingold 
third, three lengths further back. As Ma- 


jor Pelham started at 3 to 1 and Gay Boy 
at 8 to 1, the backers of both made a 
profit on the division of the stakes. 

The longest chance winner of the day was 
returned in the opening event, six fur- 
longs, for maiden three-year-olds, in which 
Ship Shape, from the stable of A. Feather- 
stone, started at 40 to 1, and closing at 
the end on Merry Moments, the pacemaker, 
got up in the last furlong and was first 
by two lengths. 

Workman, owned by the Patchogue Sta- 
ble, was backed down to the post of fa- 
vorite in the third race, and, with Hilde- 
brand up, took command in the last three 
furlongs, and, ridden out, won by a neck 
from Tramotor, second. 5 

In the five-and-a-half furlongs for fillies 
two years old, Candida, backed down to 
odds on, showed a lot the best, and, coming 
on at the finish, after Peggy had made the 
running to the stretch turn, Candida won, 
hustled a bit at the end to shake off Peggy, 
with the others far strung out. 

In the steeplechase for hunters the aged 
horse Gortnagallen, of unknown digree, 
started favorite, and well up in front all 
the journey, and jumping best of the lot, 
won rather easily from Bonfire, the con- 
tender throughout. Two horses fell in the 
race, Terrible erry, ridden by G. Green, 
who was fatally injured, and Wace, ridden 
by the gentleman jockey, R. M. Taylor, 
who escaped without hurt. The weather 
was clear and pleasant, the track fast, and 
the attendance the best of the present 
week.

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JOCKEY FATALLY INJURED. 


Steeplechase Rider George Green’s Skull 
Fractured in a Race. 


George Green, the negro steeplechase 


jockey employed by Thomas Hitchcock, 
Jr., was fatally injured yesterday after- 
noon in a steeplechase race run at the 
Brighton Beach track, in which contest he 
rode Mr. Hitchcock’s horse, Terrible Terry. 
Green’s mount fell at the first jump on 
the quarter stretch.side of the steeple- 
chase course, which winds through the in- 
field, and the rider thrown ahead of his 
horse, first had Terrible Terry roll on 
him, and later another horse of the field 
that came on from the rear, jump.on his 
head and neck while he was stunned by 
his fall and the shock of his own horse’s 
weight on his body. Green was unconscious 
when help reached him. 
The ambulance in attendance at the track 
was hurried to where the rider lay 
stretched out on the grass and Green was 


moved first to the Secretary’s office of 
the race track, where a hurried examina- 
tion of his condition was made, and as he 
still showed no signs of life, he was re- 
moved to the Emergency Hospital at 
Coney Island. There it was ascertained 
that he had sustained a complicated frac- 
ture of the base of the skull, with accom- 
panying concussion of the brain, in add 

tion to being severely crushed when Ter 
rible Terry rolled over him. It was stated 
by the surgeons who made the examina- 
tion that there was hardly a remote pos- 
sibility of the jockey’s recovery, and that 
his death was to be expected at any mo- 
ment. 
Green had been in the employ of Mr. 
Hitchcock for a number of years as a 
steeplechase jockey, and was one of two 
brothers, Southern negroes, who rode in 
eross country races for Mr. Hitchcock. 
The horse which caused the accident, Ter- 
rible Terry, raced as a 


Cee g hunter, 
under the rules of the 


ational Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association. Terrible Terry 
as been in Mr. Hitchcock's stable only 
since last May, when Mr. Hitchcock bought 
im at a weeding-out sale of jumpers for 
$100. The horse has been schooled regu- 
larly since then by the regular stable: rid- 
ers, and in his race yesterday was up in 
front when he fell. The injury to Green is 
the first really serious accident of the 
present year in steeplechasing. .

Stocks Active and Buoyant, Contrasting 
Strongly with the News of 
the Day. 


Wednesday was another day of seda- 
tive news and exciting markets. Bvery- 
body knows that the production of iron 
is moderate, but consumption has been 
80 much smaller that stocks on the firsts 
of the last three months have been suc- 
cessively 145,000, 212,000, and 282,000 
tons. Yet Steel is the leader of the market, 
people buying it who sold it when earn- 
ings and prices were more promising. 
As Steei is doing rather less than more 
than its share of such business as there 
is, the facts are in contrast with the 
“estimate” of its improving earnings. 
The produce markets even more clearly 
than on Tuesday reflected the damage 
done since the date of the Agricultural 
Department report rather than the prom- 
ising conditions shown in the report it- 
self.

The thoroughness of the neglect of 
such facts was perhaps most apparent 
in the Pacific group, which was strong 
throughout upon rumors regarding the 
Northern Securities decision. The mer- 
its of the case will not be argued now, 
but since there is a litigation it is evi- 
dent that there is a dispute affecting 
values and that any decision which set- 
tles anything must affect adversely one 
party or the other. But as has been said, 
the companies concerned all rose. It 
would be possible to pick out a few 
fractional declines, but it would be im- 
proper to attach any significance to 
them. The fact is that the market was 
strong in all departments, resisting wit! 
marked success an early selling move- 
ment such as was noted on Tuesday 
morning. Stocks are now at the year’s 
highest point, and have had an ad- 
vance practically unbroken for a month.

IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


In its review of iron trade conditions The 
Iron Age says: 


An analysis of our monthly blast fur " 
tistics shows how rapidly the iron industry =. 
justs itself to changed conditions. Production 
in June dropped to 1,300,000 tons, exclusive of 
charcoal iron, as compared with a rate of close 
to 1,500,000 tons in March, April, and May. Yet 
that seale of production is clearly excessive 
since we entered the current month with a ca- 
pacity of 272,300 tons per week, as compared 
with 386,200 tons on June 1 and 368,200 tons on 
May 1. That would indicate a product of only 
1,200,000 tons for July, but since the opening of 
this month there has been a further marked re- 
striction of output. 

In May the merchant furnaces made 561,000 
tons of pig iron, but their stocks were added to 
to the extent of 102.000 tons, thus indicating a 
consumption of 459,000 tons. In June the product 
was 503,000 tons and the additions to stock were 
75,000 tons, thus pointing to a further decline in 
the consumption to 428,000 tons, 

In other words, rapid as has been the adjust- 
ment of the iron producers to a shrinking con- 
sumption, they have not yet overtaken it. The 
question is whether they are doing so now. 

Unless consumption goes on declining, and 
that is only too likely In July and August, the 
balance will promptly right itself. 

During the past week Southern makers have 
shown a disposition to ask more money, because 
their production is hampered by the coal strike, 
but in other markets, notably along the lakes, 
some very low figures are being made.

RUSSIA—Winter rye up to average; Winter 


wheat below average; Spring wheat, which forms 
the larger part of the Russian wheat crop, re- 
ported in good condition; barley and oats, aver-

GERMAN Y—Crops show some deterioration since 
the middle of May, except Winter spelt, Jacern, and 
potatoes. The deterioration in Winter wheat was 
very slight. 

AUSTRIA—Crops have suffered greatly from 
heat and drought. 

HUNGARY—Wheat yield likely to be less than 
that of 1908 by 86,966,565 bushels, or about 23 
per cent.

SPAIN—Rain and hailstorms have caused 
serious damage, much of the country having suf- 
fered previously from drought. 

BELGIUM—Cereal crops very satisfactory. 

NORWAY—Crops in satisfactory condition. 

DENMARK—Rain desired for nearly all kinds 
of crops. 

NETHERLANDS—Spring crops sowed under 
good conditions generally, but complaints of soil 
being too damp, and that oats and Spring wheat 
— thin on the ground. Owing to the unsatis- 
factory results of beet growing In the last two 
years, the area under sugar beets is less than 
in 1903 or 1902.

Dried Fruit Men Form Rules to Gov- 
ern the Trade. 


Will Try to Regulate Relations Between 
Commission Houses and Shippers— 
Text of the Rules. 


The recently formed Dried Fruit Asso- 
ciation of New York, consisting of brokers 
and commission merchants, has framed a 
set of rules for the government of trans- 
actions with the producers, which were 
sent yesterday to the Western New York 


Dried Fruit Association, consisting of the | 


producers and shippers, for approval. Dried 
apples form the bulk of the merchandse 
dealt in. A. C. Worth of A. C, Worth & 
Co. presided at the meeting yesterday, and 
O. J. Delmarle of Delmarle Brothers was 
Secretary. The committee which framed 
the rules consisted of A. C. Worth, P. A. 
Pincoffs, and W, S. Ryan. 
The rules as adopted are ag follows: 


Rule 1.—Any tender under this contract must be 
made not later than noon on Saturday or 5 P. M. 
on the last working day of delivery. A tender is 
understood to be a proper examination of goods 
on the spot, or if examination order is sent be- 
fore arrival of goods, such examination order is 
to be followed by notice of arrival, verbal or 
written, not later than 56 P. M., on the last 
working day of delivery, except Saturdays, 
when it must be made not later than noon. 

Rule 2—If the gocds are unloaded when the 
tender is made, buyer must report to seller within 
forty-eight hours, 
not included;) otherwise buyer must report within 
forty-eight hours (Sundays and legal holidays 
not included) after goods are unloaded. 

Rule 3.—If the buyer does not accept or reject 
goods within the time stipulated in Rule 2 he 
shall, at seller’s option, be compelled to take the 
goods at contract price. 

Rule 4,—The seller must hold proper documents 
available for the buyer within twenty-four hours 
(Sundays and legal holidays not included) after 
acceptance of goods, and the buyer must retire 
the documents within such time. 

Rule 5.—The term ‘‘ heavy packed barrels” 
shall mean: On chopped apples, an average of 
not less than 250 pounds or more than 290 pounds 
net per barrel; on cores and skins, an average of 
not less than 220 pounds or more than 250 pounds 
net per barrel; on sun-dried and evaporated ap- 
ples, an average of not less than 220 pounds or 
more than 260 pounds net per barrel. The seller, 
however, has the option to deliver barrels aver- 
aging: For chopped apples, not over 310 pounds 
net; for cores and skins, not over 300 pounds net; 
for sun-dried, Canadian or New York State, not 
over 260 pounds; for other grades, not over 306 
pounds net, provided, if at any time of delivery 
the market price is lower than contract price, 
he allows buyer difference in market value on the 
excess in weight deliverd. 

Rule 6.—The seller is not compelled to deliver 
one single lot for each carload, but may at his 
option tender not over two different lots. Seller, 
however, in such case has to pay buyer $2.50 for 
the extra examination, and allow him twenty- 
four hours’ additional time for said examination, 
Such split tenders must be made at one time and 
are in other respects to be considered as one lot. 

Rule 7.—When a tender is rejected after the 
parcel has been examined by buyer, and after two 
tenders have been made on one contract, the sell- 
er shall pay $2.50 for each additional tender, to 
cover the cost of examination. 

Rule 8.—The seller must, when requested by 
buyer, furnish official New York weighers’ test 
welght for all goods, when the invoice is not al- 
ready accompanied by weight note of actual 
New York weights or official New York weigh- 
er’s test. The cost of such a test is to be borne 
by buyer when the weights are correct, and by 
seller when they are not correct. No claim for 
shortage iri weight shall be made against seller 
unless the goods show by official weight test @ 
shortage of more than one-quarter of 1 per cent. 
Whenever the shortage is in excess of one-quar- 
ter of 1 per cent. the total short weight is to be 
refunded by seller. The cost of official weight 
certificate is at buyer’s expense, except when the 
test shows @ loss greater than one-quarter of 1 
per cent., when the seller shall pay the cost of 
the official weight certificate. 

Rule 9.—On all deliveries under this contract, 
seller must, wnene ape ae Sereee wees. give 
buyer not less than ten days’ free storage. 

Rule 10.—By carloads it is understood to be 600 
boxes for evaporated apples, 125 barrels for 
chops, waste, or sun-dried, unless otherwige 


stipulated.

ACCUSE EAGH OTHER

Abbott Suspects Held Without Bail 
for Examination. 


SWEDE AND BOY ARE FREED 


Police Do Not Believe That Vam Bus 
kirk Committed Suicide but Was 
Killed After His Employer.

Johnson, the two men who were arrested 0 

* acti ith the death of 
Tuesday in connection W : 
George F. Abbott and Frederick Van Bus- 
kirk, confronted each other and each ac- 
cused the other of having murdered the 
two men. 

“You,” said Dahigren, pointing his fin- 
ger at Johnson, “ showed me a pistol at 8 
o’clock and said that you had done up the 
old man.” 

Johnson’s face paled with rage and fear. 
He shouted: ‘* You lie! You showed me the 
pistol on Sunday morning and said that you 
were going to do up the old man.” 

Dahlgren said that Johnson had showed 
him seme money on Saturday night and had 
declared that he had taken it from the per- 
son of the dead man. This was after Johnson 
had displayed the pistol. He said that 
Johnsen had displayed a roll of bills 
amounting to about $100. 

Johnson was closeted with District At- 
torney Clarke yesterday morning in Capt. 
Harkins’s office and made a complete 
statement. He declared that he stood out- 
side the junk shop in Chapel Alley, where 
the two men were killed, for about half an 
hour after noon and that Dahlgren and Van 
Buskirk were inside at the time. He heard 
a shot, and afterward Dahlgren and Van 
Buskirk came out. 

After this statement was taken, both men 
were arraigned in the Adams Street Court 
before Magistrate Tighe and there charged 
with the murder of Abbott and Van Bus- 
kirk. They pleaded not guilty, and were 
held without bail for examination on Thurs- 
day next. Capt. Harkins believes that 
Johnson had something to do with the mur- 
ders, but is not sure about Dahlgren. He 
does not believe that Van Buskirk, after 
killing his employer, committed suicide in 
the small closet where his body was found. 
He now thinks that there were two mur- 
ders and that they were both committed at 
different times. Van Buskirk is known to 
have been alive at 4 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing, and it is believed that Abbott was dead 
at that time. 

Neither the Swede, Carl Olsen, nor the 
Italian boy, Berretto, was held, but the 
police can find them when they are wanted. 
Olsen told of having been at Coney Islanc 
with Dahigren and Johnson when they dis- 
played money, and the boy was present 
when the bodies were discovered. 

Coroner’s Physician Emil Hartung ex- 
amined both bodies yesterday and found 
that Abbott was, in all probability, killed 
by a blow on the head. He found a bullet 
in the brain, but believes that this was 
fired after the man was dead. A heavy 
slung-shot and piece of lead pipe, both of 
which had matted hair clinging to them, 
were found beside the body. Van Buskirk’s 
death was caused by the bullet wound in 
his head. 

Mrs. Abbott. widow of the murdered junk- 
man, was on her way from Asheville. N. C., 
to Brooklyn yesterday. .Edmund S. Wilson, 
her brother, who lives on Ocean Park- 
way. ordered an undertaker to take charge 
of the murdered man’s body.

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ABBOTT’S WIFE TOLD FORTUNES 


Supported by Charity in Asheville— 
.Miser Sent Her $10 to Bury Son. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ASHEVILLE, N. C., July 13,—Mrs. George 
F. Abbott, wife of the murdered Brooklyn 
junk dealer, has gone to Brooklyn to claim 
her husband’s fortune. She left here this 
morning over the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Mrs. Abbott came to Asheville a year ago 
with an invalid son, who has since died. 
Shé has been living in an obscure part of 
the city in the west end district, and has 
been dependent mainly upon the city’s 
charitable organizations for her support. 
The Flower Mission here looked after her. 
She was a clairvoyant and was known here 
as Mme. Monk. 

She told marvelous tales about her hus- 
band’s wealth, but no one believed her. 
She got letters from her husband frequent- 
ly, but few contained any money. When 
her son died her husband sent her $10 
toward funeral expenses. 

There was a sale of her personal effects 
to enable her to get funds to leave town. 
Some of her creditors had her arrested 
when they learned she was going away, 
but took a lien on some of her household 
goods, und she was released. Mrs. Abbott 
made a few dollars from her fortune tell- 
ing, and expended all she made in buying 
flowers to decorate her son’s grave. She 
is sixty years old, and showed no emotion 
when told of her husband’s death. 


ABEEL WON'T HAVE TO PAY. 


Unless New Trial Orders So—Miss An- 
derson’s Judgment Reversed. 


James N. Abeel, who won the affections 
of Miss Eleanor L. Anderson under the 
name of J. Ogden Goelet, will not be com- 
pelled to pay the judgment of $75,042.40, 
which she obtained against him in an ac- 
tion she brought for breach of promise of 
marriage. Miss Anderson's suit was unde- 
fended, as Abeel, who was in the Tombs 


on the charge of having forged the name, 
paid no attention to the service of the 
summons and complaint. His counsel 
claimed that the service of the papers could 
not be considered a legal one, and after 
judgment had been entered by default 
Abeel’s lawyer applied to the Supreme 
Court for an order vacating the judgment. 
When the court denied this, counsel ap- 
pealed to the Appéllate Division, which de- 
cided yesterday that Abeel was entitled to 
his legal rights in the case, no matter how 
reprehensible his actions may have been 
in other respects. The court orders the 
judgment order reversed and directs that a 
new service of summons be granted. 

Abeel was convicted in the criminal 
courts on the charge of forging the letter 
of introduction to Miss Anderson, and_ he 
was sentencei to a long term in prison, but 
he appealed from that judgment, and is 
now out on bail pending the result of that 
appeal. 


RAN AWAY FROM ROCKAWAY. 


Couple Were Happy Until Police Acted 
on Mamma’s Telegram. 


A Rockaway Beach train which reached 
the terminal at the foot of Broadway, 
Williamsburg, yesterday afternoon had on 
board a couple who were placed under 
arrest by Detective Germerschausefi of the 
Bedford Avenue Police Station.

A fire which lasted only fifteen minutes 
in the studio of Maurice Ingres, an artist, at 
154 West Fifty-fifth Street, yesterday after- 


noon did $3,500 damage before the firemen 
could extinguish it. 

The fire was started by Mr. Ingres him- 
self. He was seated in his studio before 
his easel. In starting to light his pi the 
match broke and the lighted end fell on a 
painting still wet. Immediately there was 
a burst of flame, and in a moment the 
room was filled with burning paintings and 
draperies.

LEWISOHN MUST TELL 
CANFIELD EXPERIENCES 


Appellate Division Sustains Je- 
rome’s Gambling Law. 


COURT DIVIDES ON ISSUE 
Three Uphold Retroactive petites 
Two Oppose—Witness Will Go to 
Highest Tribunal. 


By a decision handed down yesterday in 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, Jesse Lewisohn loses the first 
round in his second fight against District 
Attorney Jerome for refusing to answer 
questions put to him in the proceedings 
brought against Richard Canfield for 
maintaining a gambling house. By the de- 
cision Lewisohn stands in contempt of 
court, but on account of the fact that the 
Appellate Division is divided, three Judges 
maintaining the constitutionality of the 
law which Mr. Jerome had passed at the 
last session of the Legislature, and two 
holding that it is unconstitutional, the 
case will be carried to the Court of Ap- 
peals. That is the decision reached by Mr. 
Lewisohn’s atterney, Alfred Lauterbach. 

“Have you ever played roulette in the 
premises 5 East Forty-fourth Street, owned 
by Richard Canfield?” is the question 
which Lewisohn has twice fought through 
all the courts in this State in his efforts 
to evade an answer. He held that it might 
incriminate him to answer, and pleaded 
his Constitutional privilege. As the law 
originally stood, it was held by the Court 
of Appeals that Lewisohn had a right to 
withhold his answer, so District Attorney 
Jerome went before the Legislature and 
had a new law passed, making it retroact- 
ive in character, and called on Mr. Lewi- 
sohn again to answer the question. Again 
he refused. This was before Justice 
Wyatt, in Special Sessions, on May 16 last. 
His reasons for refusing were identicaliy 
the same as in the first case. The matter 
went to the Grand Jury with like result, 
and Justice McMahon committed the recal- 
citrant witness to Ludlow Street Jail for 
contempt. He appealed to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of certiorari, calling upon 
the Court of General Sessions to review its 
decision. This was issued, and Lewisohn 
gave bail in $1,000 to keep out of jail. 
Subsequently the order was rescinded and 
the matter taken up for review directly to 
the Appellate Division. 

This writ is dismissed by the Appellate 
Division, and the proceeding of Judge Mc- 
Mahon committing Lewisohn for contempt 
is confirmed. Justice Ingraham writes the 
leading opinion of the higher court dis- 
missing the writ and holding the law 
which Mr. Jerome had passed to be con- 
stitutional and retroactive. Justice Pat- 
terson arrives at the same conclusion, but 
by different reasoning, and Presiding Jus- 
tice Van Brunt merely concurs in the 
cpinions of the majority. On the other 
side there is also a difference of method 
with an arrival at the same conclusions of 
law, the dissenters from the majority be- 
ing Justices McLaughlin and Laughlin. 

When the old law was in effect, which 
the Court of Appeals said was unconstitu- 
tional, it was shown by Alfred Lauterbach, 
Lewisohn’s counsel, that, while the law 
said a witness's testimony in a gambling 
proceeding could not be used against him, 
there was really no protection for the wit- 
ness, inasmuch as a third or fourth person 
could be used to prove the crime against 
the first person, and that therefore the lat- 
ter could really be prosecuted. District At- 
torney Jerome, when knocked out in the 
first case against Lewisohn, had the State 
Legislature pass a similar law, and made it 
retroactive. It was largely on the latter 
provision that the Appellate Division yes- 


terday split. 
After quoting the new law—Section 342 of 
the Penal Code, as amended by Chapter 649 


| of the Laws of 1904—Justice Ingraham says 


that, while the Constitution provides that 
no person shall be compelled in any crim- 
inal case to become a witness against him- 
self, the Legislature has power to require a 
witness to answer any question, except in 
so far as he is protected by the Constitu- 
tion, and that it follows that if the answers 
to questions asked cannot be in any way 
used against the witness in a criminal pro- 
ceeding, the provisions of the Constitution 
are not violated. 

‘““We have come to the conclusion, there- 
fore,” says Justice Ingraham, in summing 
up the case, “ that this relator was bound 
to answer; that he was not justified in dis- 
obeying the order of the court directing him 
answer, and for that reason he was 
properly punished for contempt.” 

In his dissenting opinion Justice Mc- 
Laughlin states that in order to concur in 


} the opinion of Justice Ingraham he would 


be compelled to admit that the act of 1904, 
the passage of which was secured by Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome, has a retroactive ef- 
fect when there are no words in it, he says, 
irom which even an inference can be drawn 
that the Legislature ever intended it to 
apply to past transactions. Justice Laugh- 
lin, arriving at the same conclusion, adds, 
in his dissenting opinion, that a radical 
change has been made in the law, and that 
the District Attorney, or one of his assist- 
ants, without the sanction of the court, 
may, by asking a single question in a pre- 
liminary examination or before the Grand 
Jury, forever bar prosecution of a witness 
even for the most atrocious crimes. He 
therefore decides against the retroactive 
construction. 

In the absence of District Attorney Je- 
rome, Mr. Rand, his assistant, said yester- 
day that the way for the prosecution of 
Canfield had been opened, but that he had 
no doubt the matter would be delayed by 
an appeal to the Court of Appeals. 

‘‘ From the fact that there are four opin- 
ions on the subject’’ sald Alfred Lauter- 
bach, “it is clear that the court is not at 
all of the same mind, not even those who 
ultimately arrive at the same conclusions. 
Therefore, the matter will be taken to the 
Court of Appeals. Lewisohn simply wants 
to know where he stands. If the law is 
that he must answer he will answer, put 
not otherwise.’’

Robert I. Jaeger of 519 Palisade Avenue, 
Jersey City Heights, was arrested yester- 
day on the complaint of his employer, Al- 
bert S. Schiller, a real estate and insur- 
ance broker of 84 Washington Street, Ho- 
boken, who accuses him of embezzlement. 
Jaeger has been in Mr. Schiller’s employ 
for eight years, and for some time past 
has held the position of head bookkeeper 
in the office.

Mayor Low therefore, the court holds, 


had no power to appoint Clark on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 1, 1904, for the reason, as the 
court says, that Low was not Mayor on 
that morning. Justices Hatch, McLaugh- 
lin, and Patterson concur in the opinion 
of Justice O’Brien. 


HOME FOR BALTIMORE NEWS. 


Work of Excavation for Handsome New 
Building Well Under Way. 


Work on the excavation for the new home 
of The Baltimore News is well under way, 
and by Jan. 1, 1905, it is expected that the 
building will be ready for occupancy. It 
will be six stories in height, with base- 
ment, sub-basement, and attic. The entire 
structure will be given to the needs of The 
News and to the making of its newspaper. 

The exterior is to be Bedford stone and 
the interior of steel, terra cotta, brick, and 
ferro-concrete. Electricity is to be the 
motive power for the operation of all me- 
chanical departments. Heating will be with 
steam. The News is counting much upon 
its new complement of presses. The Hoe 
Company is building a spectally designed 


will be enabled to see every phase of the 
making of The News from the time when 
the massive spools of paper are unrolled 
until the papers are thrown out at the other 
end of the press at the rate pf 1,600 a 
minute for a newspaper of 12 pages. The 
press, which is in reality six presses joined, 
is being so constructed with the deck sys- 
tem that additions can be placed on top. It 
is also planned to have an additional press 
in the rear for emergency. 

The business office is to be located at 
Fayette and Calvert Streets, with a corner 
entrance. A mezzanine floor will be just 
above it. The floors above will be used for 
the general management of the paper and 
for the editorial rooms. The top floor will 
be the composing room. On the roof will be 
the stereotyping department. 

The area of The News lot was originally 
7 by 73% feet, but the proposed widening 
of Calvert Street by the Burned District 
Commission reduced the area to 57% feet 
by 73% feet. Charles H. Grasty is Presi- 
dent of The News and Louis M. Duvall 
Secretary and Treasurer. The News is an 
independent afternoon newspaper. 


MORSE MUST TESTIFY. 


Appellate Division Directs Examination 
Before Trial in McDonald Case. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday handed down a decision 
reversing an order of the Special Term 
granting a motion to vacate an order for 
the examination of Charles W. Morse be- 
fore the trial of the suit brought against 
him by John E. McDonald. The suit was 
a common law action for deceit. McDon- 
ald owned a large block of stock in the 
American Ice Company, of which Morse 
was formerly President. 

McDonald claimed that Morse persuaded 
him not to sell his stock, saying that the 
company was really earning more than 
the dividends showed, and that he would 
notify McDonald before selling his own 
stock. McDonald claims, however, that 
Morse sold his own stock without notify- 
ing him, and that through Morse’s fraud- 
ulent dealing he was damaged to the 
amount of $200,000 on the shrinkage of the 
stock. McDonald claimed that Morse got 
stock to the amount of $15,000,000 for 
property worth only $800,000, and that the 
dividends of the company were paid out of 
its capital. 

Justice Laughlin, writing the opinion of 
the Appellate Division, says that it will be 
necessary for the plaintiff to show not 
only that the representations were false, 
but that the defendant made them know- 
ing their falsity. It will be incumbent on 
the plaintiff to prove facts and circum- 
stances showing that the dividends were 
not earned, but were paid out of the capi- 
tal, and that the defendant knew these 
facts when he made these representations. 
The evidence sought will be material, and 
the court directs that the order be re- 
versed, and the motion to vacate the or- 
der for the examination is denied, 


SEIZED ON CHINA SHIP. 


Treasury Agents Get Valuable Shawis 
and Silks on Shimosa. 


When the steamship Shimosa arrived here 
on Tuesday from Chinese ports she brought 
besides stories of having rescued a Lascar 
sailor in the middle of the Red Sea, a col- 
lision with a whale and a serpent in the 
hold of the ship a large and varied assort- 
ment of costly goods, which were not de- 
clared at the Custom House. These goods 
were seized yesterday by Special Treasury 
Agents Hooley and O'Neill. 

For some time agents have been watching 
the Chinese steamships, and two weeks ago 
they searched the steamship Indrawadi, 
finding goods valued at $8,000. Since then 
every Chinese ship has been searched. The 
Treasury men, who went over the Shimosa, 
turned over a truck load of goods to the 
seizure department of the Custom House 
yesterday, among which were cashmere 
shawls, Chinese and Japanese silks, cigars, 
cigarettes, chinaware, and curios. No value 
has yet been placed on the goods seized, 
but appraisers who looked over the articles 
said that their value would exceed that of 
the lot from the Indrawadi. 

Capt. Champlin, when he saw the small 
eargo of contraband articles piled up on 
the deck of the Shimosa, declared that he 
had no knowledge that they had been 
aboard the vesse!, and that had he known 
of their prese.ce he would surely have man- 
ifested them. A trunk containing a set of 
170 pieces of chinaware was claimed by E. 
Haupt, the third engineer of the Shimosa. 
Then it was that other officers admitted 
that they had brought to port the goods 
seized.

RAY DECLARES SULLY’S 
JOINT ACCOUNT WRONG 


Denies Agreement Between Him- 
self, Hawley, and Cotton Man. 


MET AT WALDORF, THOUGH 


On Day Before Failure, Ray Says on 
Stand, Sully Offered to Take 
Their Cotton. 


Frank H. Ray, whe was said to be the 
third party in the so-called “‘ joint three” 
account, was put on the witness stand in 
the hearing in the Sully bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings before Referee Macgrane Coxe at 
63 Wall Street yesterday. Mr. Ray was 
examined in detail about his alleged par- 
ticipation in cotton deals with Sully and 
Edwin Hawley, and denied explicitly that 
there had existed between the three men 
anything in the shape of a 
count.” He said also that Sully’s books 
showing such participation were ‘‘ wrong.” 

After some preliminary squabbling be- 
tween various counsel as to whether the 
hearings should be adjourned until the set- 
tlement negotiations had been closed up, 
Mr. Boothby of Boothby & Baldwin, coun- 
for the trustee, insisting on his right 
to examine Mr. Ray, Mr. Ray was called. 
Mr. Sully was present in person, and ap- 
peared to enjoy the experience on the rack 
of the man who he claimed was his partner 
until the partnership became unprofitable.

Taking up one of the statements in evi- 
dence, Mr. Boothby said to the witness: 

“I notice that this statement shows that 
on March 8 15,000 bales of cotton were 
bought for ‘Joint Account’ No. 8 of F. H.

mean?” 

“That was the way he kept his books, 
but it was wreng,”’ was the answer.

Q.—Did you know he kept the account that | 


way? A.—Yes. 

Q.—And you did not object? A.—No. 

The deal in question was for May de- 
livery, and showed a profit to the “joint 
account” of $47,546. Mr. Ray said that he 
did not remember the details of the trans- 
action. He said that he never got the check 
for his share of the profits, although he was 
always particular about his orders, because 
two or three other people were interested in 
every deal he made. Mr. Ray said that he 
did not keep any separate set of books on 
his Sully transactions, but always depended 
upon Mr. Sully’s verbal agreements. 

‘“*Did you see Mr. Sully on March 17?” 
(the day before the failure,) was the next 
question. 


A.—I did. I rode down with him as far as 


my office, 111 Fifth Avenue, in 
mobile. Mr. Hawley was there also. Mr. 
Sully said he wanted to buy cotton, and 
that he would take 15,000 bales if Mr. Haw- 
ley and myself would take another 15,000 
bales. 

Q.—Did you buy? A.—I did. Mr. Hawley 
first said that he didn’t want any more, but 
{ told him that it looked good, and we 
agreed to take 7.500 bales each. Mr. Sully 
later told me over the ‘phone that the cot- 
ton wus bought. 

Mr. Ray said that he saw Mr. Sully that 
evening at Mr. Hawley’s house, and that 
Mr. Sully had asked the latter for margin, 
as the market looked weak. ‘I told him 
when he spoke of margin,’’ said Mr. Ray, 
“to consolidate my accounts and let me 
know how things stood. I had some inter- 
est in three lots—a 60,000-bale lot, a 30,000- 
bale lot, and a 20,00U-bale lot. Sully said 
that if the market fell a cent he would 
need $350,000 to carry it.” 

..—Did Mr. Sully say that he would need 
a large amount of money the next day? 
A.—I did not hear him say so. 

On the day of the failure, Mr. Ray testi- 
fied, Mr. Hawley, Mr. Sully, and himself 
rude down town together. ‘‘ We told Mr. 
Sully,” he continued, ‘‘ that we had made 
up our minds to sell our cotton. Sully 
wanted to know what we meant, and Mr. 
Hawley told him that we had decided to 
sell our cotton, but that if he did not want 
te sell he could buy it. ‘All right,’ he 
replied, ‘I'll take it.’ We left him at the 
Waldorf, and as we parted I said, ‘I under- 
stand that you will take all my cotton?’ 
and he said, ‘ That's it.’’ 

‘* Did you sell any cotton that day?” Mr. 
Boothby asked. 

“Yes. I sold through a broker 5,000 bales. 
I was long 2,500 to 3,000 bales in another 
effice.”’ 

Mr. Ray declined to say at what price he 
covered. The hearing then adjourned until 
July 22. 





MRS. KEMP ASKS MORE ALIMONY 


Says $5,000 Additional Income Is Avail- 
able for Her Children. 


Mrs. George Kemp, who ts suing her hus- 
band for a legal separation, applied to 
Justice Giegerich in the Supreme Cgurt 
yesterday for an order compelling her hus- 
band to pay an additional sum of $5,000 
to her for the support of their children. 
Kemp is now paying his wife $2,500 a year 
alimony. He is receiving an income of 
$6,000 a year. 

Mrs. Kemp’s counsel, ex-Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Honey, told Justice Geiger- 
ich that Kemp cauld have an additional 
income of $9,000 a year from the estate 
left by his mother if he would comply wit 
the provisions of his mother’s will, which 
made allowance for the additional sum 
of $9,000 to be paid to him on condition 
that he could show to the trustees of the 
estate vouchers to prove that the children 
were receiving from him $5,000 of the $9,000 
provided for. Counsel said that Kemp had 
neglected to collect the $9,000 allowance 
because he wanted to deprive the children 
of their $5,000. : 

Kemp’s counsel denied this and said that 
his client was now in Europe, and on ac- 
count of being away from New York had 
no chance of conferring with his counsel 
as to the acceptance of the legacy referred 
to. Keep is a brother of Arthur Kemp, 
whose wife, now Mrs. Hollis Hunnewell, 
secured a divorce from him. He was 
at one time the brother-in-law of Reg- 
inald Vanderbilt. George Kemp, like his 
brother Arthur, was prominent in society 
circles here at one time, but lately has 
spent most of his time in Europe.
